I was then about Nineteen Years old, when meet- 
ing with one of my Schoolfellows at Hu//, who was

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going with his Father, who was Maſter of a Ship to 
London; I acquainted him with my Reſolutions, and 
he readily promiſed me I ſhould have a free Paſſage, 
and be provided with all other Neceſſaries ſuitable to 
the Voyage. Accordingly, without imploring a 
Bleſſing of my Parents, I took ſhipping upon the 
firſt of September, 1651. | 

Our Ship was hardly got clear of the Humber, but 
we were overtaken by a violent Storm, and being 
extremely Sea-ſick, I began to refle upon my Fa- 
ther's good Advice, and the Happineſs of a middle 
State of Life which he propoſed to me ; reſolving if 
ever I ſhould be ſo happy as to ſet my Feet again upon 
dry Land, I would return to my Parents, and — 
their Pardon, and bid a final Adieu to my wandering 


Theſe were my Thoughts during the Storm; but 


that was no ſooner over, but my good Refolations 


decreaſed with the Danger; paracularly, © Wer my 
Companion coming to me, afked me if I was not a 
little trighted by the Storm, which, as he expieſe d 
NR, was only a Cap full of Wind, Come Boy, (lays he) 


turm cut, ſce what fine Weather we have now, and A 


good Bowl of Punch will drown all your paſt Sorrotus, 
In ſhort, the Punch was made, and I got ver 
Drunk, and then all my former Reſolutions and'No. 
tions of returning home vaniſhed. - T remained hot- 
headed for ſeveral Days, unt] I was rouſed ap by 


another Accident, that had very hear put a final End 9 
do my wandering Reſolutions. 


Upon the fixth Day, we came to an Anchor in 
Farmouth Road, where we lay Wind-bound wick 
ſeveral other Veſſels from Nezwcafle ; but there be- 
ing ſafe Anchorage, and our Ship being tight, ind 


Hur Cables good, the Sailors deſpiſed all * 


AS 
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| and were as merry this Station, as if they had been 
on Shore; but on the eighth Day there aroſe ſuch a 
_ ſtrong Gale of Wind, that prevented our riding up 
the River, which ſtill increaſing, our Ship rode Fore- 
caſtle in, having ſhipped ſeveral large Seas. 
It was not long before a general Horror ſeiz'd the 
Seamen, and I heard the Maſter cry, Lord have Mer- 

ey upon us, we ſhall all be loſt! For my Part, I 
kept my * 755 very ſick, till the dreadful Appre- 
1 ſudden Death, made me come upon 
Deck, and there I was terribly affrighted indeed, 
Ihe Sea went Mountain high, and nothing was to 
de expected but unavoidable Deſtruction. TWO of 
the Ships had already cut their Maſts by the Board; 
two more had loſt their Anchors, and were forced out 
to the Mercy of the Tempeſt, and we, to ſave our 
Lives, were forced to cut away both our Fore-malſt 
and Main-maſt. 

"Tis eaſy to judge the Condition I was in, who 
being but a freſh Water Sailor, was in a far worſe 
Caſe than any of them Our Ship was very ſtrong, 
but, as I underſtood by them, too heavy laden, which 
made the Sailors cry out, She would Founder. 

The Storm continued extremely violent, and in 
che middle of the Night I could hear ſome cry ing 
out, That the Ship + Sprung a Leak ; others, That 
there was four Foot Water in the Hol 1 1 was ready 
to give up the Ghoſl through Fear, when on a ſud- 
den all Hands were called to the Pump, and I a- 
amongſt the ret. 

Whilſt we were all in this Confuſion and Diſtreſs, 
the Maſter happened to ſpy ſome light Colliers, and 
fired a Gun as a Signal of our Miſery ; I was not then 
a Sailor good enough to know the Meaning of the 
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Gun; but 1 ſoon underſtood it was a Token of 4 
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f our extreme Danger, and I muſt freely own tis im- 


poſſible for me to deſcribe the Agonies I laboured 
under. 


Happy it was for us thatin the Storm they regard- 


ed our Signal, and with a great deal of Hazard put 
ont their Long- Boat, and by worderful Providence 
ſaved our Lives; for with the greateſt Difficulty, we 
had hardly got into the Boat, but we ſaw our Ship 
fink to the Bottom, and- had infallibly been every 
Soul drowned, if they had not come in that very 
Nick of Time to our Aſſiſtance. 

"Twas not without a great deal of Danger and Dif- 
ficulty, that they recovered their own Ship ; however 
they made a ſhift to Land us at a Place called Cromer 


near Winterton Light- Houſe, from whence we all 


walked in a moſt miſerable drowned-Condition to 
Yarmouth, where the good People furniſhed us with 
Neceſſ:iries, either for London or Hull. 


I have often thought ſince, chat it was very ſtrange 
that after theſe great Misfortunes at ſetting out, I did 


not, (like the Prodigal) return tomy F ather, Who hav- 
ing heard of the Ship's Misfortunes, had all the Rea- 


ſon in the World to think I ore let. But my i 


Fate ſtill poſned me on in ſpight of all the ſtrong 
Convictions of Reaſon, Conſcience, and Experience. 


After three Days ſtay at Yarmouth,] met the young 


Man that invited me to go on board with his Father, 
I ound his Face and his Behaviour very much al- 


tered, and I found likewiſe he had told his Father 


who | was, and that L had taken this Voyage only 
for a Trial, in order to proceed further Abroad 
hereafter. 
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When the old Gentlemen ſaw me, ſays he, 7 og 


Man, you ought never to attempt to go to Sea any mort, 
for depend upon it, you will never be proſperous in a 
Sea-faring Condition. You ſee what ill Succeſs Heaven 
bas ſet before your Eyes, and perhaps our Misfortune 
may in ſome Meaſure be owing to you. Pray, (adds he) 
tell me truly upon aubat Metives, you firſt undertook this 
Veyage? Upon this I told him the whole, at the 
End of which he broke out into the following Excla- 
mation; | Fe , 

Oh ye Eternal Powers! What great Offence have I 
committed, that I ſhould take fuch a deſperate aban« 
doned Wretch into my Ship, that has brought all theſe 
Mijeries and Misfortunes upon mes After his Paſſion- 
was a little Abated, he proceeds, Young Man, depend 


upon it, if you do not return aud fubmit to your Parents, 


Where-gve," you go, the Anger of God quill certainly 
purſue you, and you wil! meet with nothing but Ruin and 


' ODijaſfter, until your Father's Words are fulfilied upon | 
von. And ſo he left me. | 


And now again I had ſome Notion of returning 
home ; but that were quickly over-ruled by a fooliſh 
Opinion, that if I did, my Neighbours and Acquain- 
tance would laugh at me. So ſtrange is the Nature 
of Youth, that though they often do fooliſh Things 
without either Shame or Remorſe, yet at the ſame 
Time they are aſhamed to own their own Folly and 
repent. 

In ſhort, I made the beſt of my Way to London, 
being at all Hazards reſolved upon a Voyage; and 
being acquainted with the Captaip of a Ship, a Voy- 
ns 7 row heard of to the Coaſt of Guinea. Having 
fome Money, and appearing like a Gentleman, I 
Gd not go on Board like a common Sailor, but ſoon 
got 
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ſo far into the Captain's Favour, that he told 
me I ſhould be his Meſs-mate, and ſhould have full 
Liberty to carry with me what Merchandiz > I ſhould 
think fit, and to diſpoſe of it to my own Advantage. 

I was wonderfully pleaſed with this kind Offer, and 
concluded that I had now, an Opportunity of mak- 
ing my Fortune; and, in order to my Voyage, I 
ſent to my Friends for ſome Money to fit me out; 
who, accordingly, remitted me Forty Pounds, which 
J laid out in Goods, according to his Directions. He 
taught me to keep a Journal, and ſeveral of the moſt 
uſeful Parts of Navigation. And indeed, by his 
Aſſiſtance, and my own Induſtry, in this Voyage, I 
became both a Sailor and a Merchant. Part of the 
Voyage, I was exceſſive ſick of a Calenture, occafi- 
oned by the extraordinary Heat of the Climate, be- 
ing in the Latitude of almoſt 15 Degrees North of the 
Line; however, I recovered and managed my little 
Stock ſo well, that I brought over with me 5 Pounds 
and 9 Ounces of Gold Duſt ; which produced at 
London near Three Hundred Pounds Sterling. 

Soon after my Return, my good Friend the Cap- 
tain died ; though this was a very great grief to me, 
yet I reſolved to go another Voyage with his Mate, 


who had got the Command of the Ship. This Voy- 


age proved a very unſucceſsful one. I carried with 
me about 100“. and left the reſt with the Captains 
Widow, and ſo to Sea we went. But as we were 
ſailing towards the Canary-[fands, we found we 
were chaſed by a Sallee Rover, who, in ſpite of all 
the ſail we could make, in a ſhort Time came up 
with us; and now there was no Remedy but to 
Fight, or be taken. 
They had 18 Guns, and our Ship but 12; how- 'Þ 
ever, about Three in the Afternoon we came to an 
25 Engagement ;

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Engagement; many were killed on both Sides, but 
at length, being over-powered by their N amber, we 
Lercelere ced to ſubmit, and all carried into Salle, Our 
Men were ſent to the Emperor's Court to de ſold, 
but the Captam of the Pyrates taking a particular 
Liking to me, kept me for his own Slave 

T was in this miſerable Condition that my Father's 
Words came afreſh into my Remembrance, and my 
Thoughts were continually at Work to make my 


- Eſcape . My Patron entruſted me with the Manage- 


ment of his Garden and Houſe; and indeed I was 
not without Hopes, but at ſome Time or other an 
Opportunity might offer : The worſt of it was, I had 
no Mortal to communicate my Thoughts to; and fo 
far two- Years, I could find nothing practicable. 


In length of Time, I found my Patron was grown 


O poor, that he could not fit out his Ship as uſual ; 
and then he uſed conſtantly once or twice in aWeek 
to go out a Fiſhing, taking me and a Mri/co Boy to 


Nur, the Boat, and ſo much pleaſed was he with my 


Dexterity of Fiſhing, that he would often ſend me 


With a Moor, his Kinſman, and the Boy, to catch

One Morning as we were at the Sport, t there aroſe 
fo thick a Fog that we loſt our Way, and rowing all 


Night, when it was light we found: ourſelves at ſeaſt ̃ 


Leagues in the Ocean; however, we made a 


© ſhift to get on Shore. But to prevent the like Miſ- 


fortuue for the future, my Patron ordered a Carpenter 
to build a little State Room in the Middle of the 
Long Boat, with a Place behind to Steer, and other 


*.Coriveniences to Keep out the Weather. 


Ip this he would often take vs out a Fiſhing ; and 
one Time particularly, he invited three or four Per- 
ſons of Diſtinction to go along with him, and made 
extraordinary Preparation for their Entertainment; 
providing 
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providing. alſo three Fuz ees, with a ſufficientQuanti- 


ty of Powder and Shot, that they, might have ſome 
Sport at Fowling as they paſſed along the Shore. T he 
next Mori ng che Boat being in readincſs, on a ſud- 
den their Minds altered. However, my Patron order- 
ed us to go and catch a Diſh of Fiſh, for that hema: 
reſolved us Gveſt ſhould fur. With Fim.

But while we were returning Thanks to them, be. 
ing all we could afford, two mighty Creatures came 
from the Mountains in purſuit of each other ; they

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paſſed the Negroes with great ſwiftneſs, and jumped 
directly into the Sea, wantonly ſwimming about, as 
if the Water had put a Spot to their Fury, At laſt 
5 ; one of them coming nearer to the Boat than I defired, 
I took one of my Guns and let fly at him and killed 
1 him.

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we ſet Sail the firſt of September, 1659, ſteering | 
Northward upon the Coaſt, in order to gain the 
Coaſt of Africa. But many Days we had not failed 4 
before we were overtaken by a violent Storm, which 
laſted twelve Days ſucceſſively; when the Weather 
cleared we found ourfelves 11 Degrees in the Nor- 
thern Latitude, upon the Coaſt of Guinea; upon 4 f 
which the Captain gave Reaſons for returning, which 3: 
I oppoſed, councibng him rather to ſtand away tor 
Barbadoes, where I judged we might arrive in 15 3 
Days. So altering our Courſe, ſteering Weſtward, 15 1 
order to reach the Lern rd. ande; and here it wa? 
we were overtaken by a terrible Tempeſt. . 
In this great Diſtreſs, one of our Men cried out 
Land ! Land ! When looking out, that very Moment 
we found our Ship was ſtruck upon the Sand, and 
expected ſhe would fink, and that we mould be all 1 
immediately loſt. We knew not where we were 
driven, and what was worſe, were certain the Ship I 
could not hold ont many Moments longer. 1 
Whilſt we were looking upon one another, expect- 4 N 
ing Death every Moment, the, Mate, aſſiſted by the W& 
Crew, hawled out the Long- Boat, and 11 of us com- 
mitted ourſelves to the Fury of the Sea, and God's 1

I-could neither ſee Houſe nor People; wet and hun- z. 
gry, and nothing to help me, nor ſo much as a Wea- 
pon to defend me againſt the wild Beaſt. In ſhort, 8 
I had nothing in the World but a Knife, a ſhort 
Tobacco-pipe, and a Box, half full of Tobacco; 
and what was worſe, Night coming on, I was un- 
der the moſt dreadful Apprehenſions of being de- 
voured by wild Beaſts, that Theard howling and roar- 
ing round about me; ſo that I had no Proſpect but 
to expect another Kind of Death, more terrible than 
that I had ſo lately eſcaped.

not in the leaſt ſuſpecting the Conſequence." I he 
W Rain had fallen in great Quantity a few Days ber 
it W fore ; and the Month after; to in great Surprize, | 
I diſcovered ſomething ſpring up; ver ry green and ' 
flouriſhing, and as I came daily to view it, I ſavy / 
ſeveral Ears of green Barley, gf the very ſame ſize 
and ſhape of moſe in England. My, 
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My Thoughts were very much confuſed at this 
unexpected Sight ;- and, I muſt own, I had the Va- 
nity to imagine, that Providence had ordercd this 
on purpoſe for my Subſiſtance. Great were my AC- 
knowledgments, and Thankfulneſs to Almighty 


God, for his Mercies to me in this deſolate Place; 


which were infinitely heightened, when, at the {ame 
Time, T obſerved ſome Rice-Stalks wonderfully 
green and flouriſhing; which made me conclude, 
here muſt, conſequently, be more Corn in the Ifland ; 
and, accordingly, I ſpent ſeveral Days in ſearching 
the Rocks ; when at length it came into my Mind, 
that I had ſhaken the Bag in the very Spot where 
theſe Blades of Corn were growing. - 

It was about the latter End of June, before theſe 
Ears of Corn grew ripe, and then I laid them up 


exceeding carefully, expecting I ſhould, one Day, 


reap the Advantage of this little Crop, which 1 
uſed all my Induſtry to improve; and yet it was 
four Years before I could eat any Barley Bread, and 
much longer before I had any Benefit from my Rice, 
After this. with indefaticable Care and Induftry, 
Ehimfhed my Wall, ordering it ſo, that I had no 


Ways to go in my Fortreſs but by a Ladder. 


April 16, I finiſhed my Ladder and went up it 
and pull'd it after me, as I always did; and, in 
Truth, had ſo well fortified myſelf, that I was, as 
1 thought, indifferently well ſecured againſt any 
Surprize : Nevertheleſs, as I was one Day ſitting 


in my Cave, there happened ſuch a ſudden Earth- # 
quake, that the Roof of my little Fortreſs, that 1 
had finiſhed with ſo much Labour, came tumbling 
gown upon my Head; upon which, with the great- W 
eſt Amazement, I ran to my Ladder and got out 


of my Cave, and ſaw the Top of a vaſt Rock rowl 
into the Sea, and expected every Moment the whole 
Illand would be {wallowed up. In 
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In this Aﬀright, I remained -for ſome Moments, 
till I perceived the Fury of the Motion began to 
abate; but it was not long before I was under new 
pprehenſions, on Account of a violent Tempeſt 
that attended. This dreadful Storm continued for 
about three Hours, and then followed ſuch a heavy 
Rain, that my Tent was quite overflowed ; upon 


which I concluded my Habitation was ill ſituated; 
and determined, as ſoon as poſlible, to build me one 
ina more convenient Place. 
April zq, zo, Were ſpent in contriving how, and 
„in — at Manner I 3 d fix my new Abode; and 
herein I was under the greateſt Concern, having no 
Tools fitting for ſuch an Undertaking ; however, 
> IF TI ſpent ſever al Days in wetting. and grinding -my 
9 2 Tools. 


May 1, As I was \ walking along the Sea ſide, I 
found a Barrel of Gunpowder, and divers other 
Pieces of the Ship, which the Violence ot the late 
Storm had thrown on the Sand. I faw likewiſe, 
che remaining Part of the up thrown up by the 
4 Tempelt, very near the Shore, and reſolved to get 
co her as ſoon as I cculd; but at that Time, I found 
it impracticable, 
I continued to work upon? the Wreck till the 24th, 
and every Day recovered ſomething that would be 
of Uſe to me, and got together ſo many Planks, and 
ſo much Iron, Lead, and other. Neceſſaries, that, if 
& I had had Tools and Skill, I might have built me à 
Boat; which was a Thing I very much wanted, 
= Fune 16. As I was ſtrolling towards the Sea, I 
found a large Turtle. The 17th I ſpent in cooking 
WT ity, I foundin her 70 Eggs; and the Fleſh the mot 
delicious Meat that ever I taſted.

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From the 1th to the 27th of June, I was very 
Sick, and had got a terrible Ague, which often held 
me for 9 or 10 Hours with extreme Violence. Upon 
the 28th, I began to recover a little, but was very 
reſtleſs in the Night, and was worſe; as often as 
I laid my Eyes together, | was tormented with 
hideous Dreams, and dreadful Apparations : It is 
impoſſible for me to expreſs the Agonies I was un- 
der, by theſe repeated Admonitions, as I took them 
to be : My Father's Advice and Reproof came in 
my Mind, whether I would or not, and ſhocked me 
exceeding, and would often make me reflect that 
the juſtice of God followed me, and that ſevere 
Puniſhment was juſtly owing to my Diſobedience 
and wicked Life, 

Tune 28, ] flept pretty well moſt part of the Night, 


v hich refreſhed me very much; in the Morning I. 


eat a Biſket, and drank ſome Water mixt with Rum; 
I boiled a piece of Goats Fleſh for my Dinner, but 


eat very little, and at Night | ſupped upon three of 


my Turtle's Eggs; after Supper, I attempted to 
walk out with my Gun, bur found myſelf too weak, 
and fo returned to my Habitacion. 

Here Conſcience flew in my Face, reprehending 
me as a B! aſphemer, and a Reprobate: For ſaying, 
in my Agomes, I bat hade / dine. to be diſtinguiſbed 
in all this Scene cf Miſery * Methought 1 heard a 
Voice anſwering to me, Ungrateful Wretch, dare you 
aſk what you have done ? Lol upon, your paj? Life, 
and then aft thrjelf, Why thou Wa not droaoned in 
the Yartnovth Road, er killed by the Sallee Rovers? 
Why not devoured by avild Beaf!s in the Deſarts of At- 
rica, or «drowned here with the r. ft of thy Companions? 
Struck dumb by theſe ſevere Reflections, and 
fearing the return of my Ague, I began at length 
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to conſider what was moſt proper to be done, to free 
my ſelf from this Diſtemper, and having heard that 
the Braſili ans uſe Tobacco for moſt of their Diſeaſes, 
I was reſolved to try this Experiment. 

J tried ſeveral Ways with the Tobacco: Firſt, I 
took a Leaf, and chewed it, which made me very 
ſick, and almoſt ſtupified me; next 1 ſteeped it in 
Rum, reſolving to take a good Doſe of it when I 
went to Bed; and then I put ſome into a Pan, and 
burnt it, holding my Noſe over the Smoak as long 
as I could endure, without Suffocation. After theſe 
ſeveral Operations, | fel: into a Sweat, and ſlept 
guietly and well for 13 or 14 Hours; and when 1 
got up in the Morning, I found my Spirits reviv'd, 

my Stomach much better, and I grew exceeding 
t, hungry, which I had not been for ſome Time paſt: 
[. In ſhort, I miſſed my Fit the next Day, and found 
|; that Levery Day grew ſtronger and better, 

= The 3oth I ventured out with my Gun; and kill'd 

a Fawl, not much unlike a Brand-Gooſe, but did 
not eat of the.Fleſh, chooſing rather to dine upon 2 
or 3 more of my Turtle's Eggs. In the Evening I 
renewed my Medicine, notwithſtanding which, I 
had a little Spice of my Fit the next Day ; and there- 
fore, on the 2d of 7uly, I took my Medicine, as I 
did at firſt ; and on the 4th, avbich was the Day I 
expected the return of my Fit, the Ague left me, 
which was no ſmall Joy to me; and indeed, the 
Goodneſs of God, on this Occaſion, affected me fo 
Senſibly, that I fell on my Knees, and returned 
Thanks, in a moſt devout and folemn Manner, 

July 4, I walked out with my Gun, but my Dif- 
temper having reduc'd me fo low, I could go but a 
little Way at a Time; for the Experiment having 
weakened me exceedingly, I was not able to walk but 


a very ſhort Way at once. I had now been 3 hy 
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- Iſland about ten Months. and all the while had not 


ſeen either Man of Woman; and ſo ORR: better, 
I began to think my ſelf ſole Monarch of the _Ifle ; 
and growing indifferently well, reſolved to take 2 
Tour about the Iſland, in order to view the Extent 
of my Dominions, and to make what Diſcoveries I 
could a 
The 15th ] began my Journey; and among o- 
ther Things, I found a little Brook of running Wa- 
ter ; on the Bank of which were many pleaſant Mea- 
dows covered with Graſs. I ſaw ſeveral Stalks of 
Tobacco, and other Plants I knew nothing of; 
among the reſt, I found ſome Sugar. Canes, ſeveral 
Plants of Aloe- Wands, Sc. W ich theſe Diſcoveries 
I returned well ſatisfied, to my little Caſtle, and ſlept 
that Night very comfortably. | 

The next Day , going the ſame Way, and further 
than before, 1 found the Count: ry full of Wood, and 
exceeding pleaſant and deli heful. The Melons lay 


upon the Ground in great Qu; antities, and Cluſters of. 


Grapes hung among the Toes You may imagine 
I was glad of this Diſcov ery, yet eat very ſpari ingly, 
leſt I uld throw myſelf ; _ a Flux or a Fever. 
'The Night coming on, Lclimbed up into a Tree, 
and having fixed myſelf as ſecure as poſſible, gept 
very comfortably, tho it was the firſt Jime I had e- 
ver laid out of my Habitation. When the Morning 
came, I proceeded with the greateſt Pleaſure, about 4 
Miles further, and at the End of the Valleys 1 found 
a Spring of excellent Water, and the country all 
round the moſt beautiful I ever ſaw ; and now I was 
reſolved to lay in as much of the Fruits as poſſible. 
July 18, Having prepared two Bags, I returned 
thither again, in order to bring home to my Caſtle, 
as much of the ſeveral Sorts of Fruits as I could,

I looked round me on all Sides, but could not hear 
or ſee any Thing: I obſerved the Tramplings, and 
vas convinced, from all the Signs, that ſome Foot 
had been there; and in the deepeit Confuſion, I re- 
turned back to my Habitation. 

That Night I never cloſed my Eyes, and was full 
go of the moſt diſmal V prehenſions that T was ever in 
all my Life.

And now, wanting nothing that was 
requiſite for the Support of Life, I might have liv'd 
very quiet, had not myA pprehenſion of the Savages 
diſturbed me; upon which Account I ſeldom went 
far abroad; if Idid it was to the Eaſtern Part of the 
Ifland, where I well knew they never came: And i 
for two Years I lived in this anxious Condition, my Fi 
Head being always full of Projects how I might get

nat but make me devoutly thankful to my great De- 1 
hveres, without whoſe Aſfiſtance I muſt have iner

After 
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After I had thus briefly debated. with myſelf my 


reſent and former Condition, I began next to con- 
ider the Nature of theſe Savages, and the Country 


where they inhabited, how far it was to the Place 


from whence they came, and what Boats they had 


to bring them over hither; and at the ſame Time 


had ſome Notions to go over to their Side -to ſee 
what Diſcoveries 1 could make. 

I had Notions, that if by any Method I could get 
upon the Continent, I might in Time meet with a 
Ship to carry me to Farce for here I looked upon 
myſelf to be the moſt miſerable Man living, and 


preferred even Death itſelf to my ſtay in this deſolate 


Iſland. Whilſt my Thoughts were thus confuſed, 
I had no Notion of any Thing but my Voyage to 


the Continent ; and indeed, ſo much was I inflamed 
with theſe new N otions, that I, in a great Meaſure, 


forgot my Duty to God, and was reduced almoſt to 


a State of Diſparation; and after many Thoughts and 


Strugglings in my Mind, I came at length to this 


Concluſion, wiz. That the only probable Way I had : 
to eſcape, was to get one of tneſe 2 which I 


could find no othekł way to bring about, than by ven- 


turing my Life to ſave him from the Jaws of the 


Devourers; which I thought muſt inſpire him with 
Gratitude to his Preſerver. 

Theſe were myfixt Reſolutions; but I think it was 
at leaſt a Year and a half before I could find an Op- 
portunity of putting them in Execution. To the beſt 
of my Remembrance, it was the zd Day of April, 
early in the Morning, when I was ſurprized with the 
Sight of five Canoes all on the Shore together, on 
my Side of the Iſland, and the Creatures that be- 
longed to them all landed, and out of Sight: 

At firſt I thought all theſe Boats muſt bring too

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in a mighty Confuſion what was beſt to be done; 

however, being impatient to ſee ſomething of their 

Management, I took my Guns and went ſecretly 

to the Top of the Hill, where, by the help of my 

Pxoſpective Glaſs, I obſerved no leſs than zo fitting 

round a Fire, and feaſting upon what Meat they 

had drefſed : What it was I could not diſtinguiſh ;

Whilſt I was looking earneſtly on theſe Wretches 

I could diſcern them dragging two miſerable Creaa- | 
tures out of one of their Boats. It was not long be- 

fore I ſaw one of them knock'd down, and three or WF | 

1 four of them fell to cutting and mangling his Body, f 

in order to devour him, as they had done the met 

ul | il 
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Whilſt the other miſerable Creature ſtood expect- 
ing.every Moment the Fate of his Companion, 'in 
ſpired with the Hopes of Life, he gave a ſudden ſtart 
from them, and ran with great Swiſtaeſs towards my 
Caſtle. I was under great Apprehenſions that he 
would fly to my Grove for Protection. ] was glad to 
ſee he bad the Heels of them, and from his Swiftneſs 
concluded, he would preſently loſe Sight of them, 
and fave his Life. "There was a little Creck juſt be⸗ 
fore him, where | was afraid the poor V ictim would 
be taken, if he could not Swim; but it happened he 
ſwam very well, and ſoon got over, and ran again 
with his former Strength and Swiftneſs. Two of 
three that followed him, ſwam over after him, but 
the other that could not ſwim, returned back to his 
Companions And now or never, I thought it was 
my Time to procure a Savage for my Companion. 
Accordingly, with all the Speed I could, I came 
down from the Rock, took up my two Guns, refol- 
ving to ſave the Victim, if poflible ; and in order to 
it, came a nearer Way, and put my ſelf between the 
purſuers and the Purſued, beckoning to the latter to 
ſtand fall, who, you mult imagine, was not a little 
ſurpriz d at me. "The firſt Purſuer I k nocked down 
with the Stock of my Piece, and the other, who I 
perceived was preparing his Bow and Arrow to 
thoot me, I let fly at him, and Killed him Dead up- 
on the *por. 

The poor ſrighted Indian was amazed to ſee the 
Fire, and hear the Noiſe of the Gun; however, I 
made Signs to him to come to me, which at lengtli 
he did, but not without a great deal of Fear and 
Trembling, being afraid, I believe, I ſhould kill 
him too. I did all J could to convince him. of his 
Miſtake, and at length ſo far convinced him by the 
digns I made him, that he came to me, and threw 
himſelf at my Feet, and took one of m * Feet, and put 
upon 
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upon his Head, which was a Token, it ſeems, of his 
Reſolution to be my Slave for ever ; upon which I 
took him up, made much of him, and encouraged 
him in the beſsManner I could. | 

By this Time I ſaw the Savage I had knocked 
down, began to recover,and was fitting upright,which 
made my new Slave as much afraid as before ; but 1 
ſoon prevented his Fright, by preſenting my Piece at 
him, but my Savage oppoled my ſhooting him, 
making a Sign to me to lend him my Sword, which 
hung by my Side ; and no ſooner had I granted his 
Requeſt, but away he runs to his Enemy, and very 
dexterouſly, at one Blow, cut off his Head; and, as 
a Token of Triumph, brought it me, together with 
my Sword, and laid it at my Feet. 

The greateſtAſtoniſhment my new Servant was in 
was, how I kill'd the Savage at that Diſtance, with- 
out a Bow and Arrow; and to ſatisfy himſelf in that 
Matter, he made Signs to me to let him go and view 
the Body, which I granted: After he had turned 
him, and viewed the Wound the Bullet had made in 
his Breaſt, he took up his Bow, and Arrows, and 
came back to me again, making Signs to me to give 
him leave to bury him, which (. ith my Conſent) he 
performed with wonderful Dexterity. 

When I perceived he had done, I called him away 
and carried him directly to my Cave, where I gave 
him Victuals; and then pointed to him to lie down 
upon {ſome Straw, and take a little Reſt. He was 
a very handſome, well proportion d Fellow, and in 
all Reſpects the moſt beautiful Indian I ever ſaw. 

I think he had not ſlept above ar Hour, before he 
came out of the Cave to me as I was milking my 
Goats, and again threw himſelf at my Feet, and 
put my other Foot upon his Head, as à further To- 

en, that he intended to be my Slave for eves. 
That 
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That Night we ſtayed in the Cave; but early the 
next Morning I made Signs to him to riſe and go 
with me; and withal, made him to underſtand that 
his Name was to be FRID A, (it being on that Day 
I ſayed his Life) and that I intended to give him 
ſome Cloaths to hide his Nakedneſs. As we paſſed 
by the Place where the two Savages - were buried, 
he pointed directly to the Graves, and let me know 
by his Geſtures, that he intended to dig them up and- 
devour them ; upon which I let him fee I was ex- 
tremely diſpleas d at it, and made him come away, 
which he did with tlie greateſt Reverence. 

In our Way to the Caſtle, we went to the Top of 
a Hill to view if the Savages were gone, and find- 
ing they were, we refreſhed ourſelves for that Night; 
and the next Morning I reſolved to arm myſelf, and 
take my Man with me. and go to view the Place 
where they committed their Barbarities. When we 
came upon the Spot it is impoſſible to expreſs the 
horrorablenefs of the Sight! Here lay the Fleſh and 
Entrals, and there the mangled Limbs of Human 
Creatures ; in ſhort, it filled me with the greateſt 
Horror and Deteſtation. Friday gave me to under- 
ſtand that there was three there ſacrificed, and if [ 
had not reſcued him, he had been the fourth. I made 
higa gather up the Fragments and lay them in a heap 
and made a Fire upon them, and burnt theni to 
Aſhes ; and ſtill I found my Man had a hankering 
after ſome of the Fleſh, which I reſented with the 
utmoſt Abhorrence, and made him underſtand: that 
if ever I found him guilty of any ſv2h Inhumanity, 
I wouldcertainly ſhoot him. 

After this we went to my Caſtle, where I 
cloathed my Man as well as the Nature of the Place 
and my Circumſtances would admit. He ſeemed at 


# firſt 
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firſt a little uneaſy and awkard in his new Dreſs ; 
bat after he had wore them four or five Days, he 
grew familiar with them, and ſeemed extremely well 
{ariched. Now my next Concern was how I might 
lodge him well, and yet be eaſy myſelf; and in or- 
der to this, I erected him a little Tent between my 
two Fortifications, ſecured my Arms every Night, 
and made every Thing ſo ſafe, that it was impoſſible 
for me to be ſurprized ; though I muſt at the ſame 
Time own there was no need of theſe Cautions ; 
for never Man was bleſſed with a Servant that loved 
and obeyed him with greater 'Tenderneſs, Fidelity, 
and Affection, which endear'd me to him extreme- 
ly, and induced me to think how I might beſt Sons 20h 
myſelf to him. 

I had not been above two or three Days in my 
Caſtle, but I firſt Pp! ropoſed to bring him off from his 
ba barous Inclinations to Human Fleſh ; in order to 

which, I uſed ſeveral Experiments, till the pcor 
Creature, who had the moſt dutiful and tender Re- 
gard to every Thing I commanded him, and indeed 
did not want good Senſe, Was perfecily weaned 
from his vicious ; Inclination,and had as deep and fixed 
an Abhorrence of any ſuch barbarous Proceedings 
as myſelf; he fell} upon his Knees, made all Signs 
of his Averſion he poſitbly could, pronouncing ma- 


ny Things I did not underſtand, only in the main, 


I found. that his only Apprehenfions was from the 
Fear I ſhould ſhoot him, for the Though: s of the 
Gun, and the Manner of the Execution it did, were 
ſtill in his Mind, and he could by no Means be re- 
conciled to it; he would never ſo much as touch 
it with his Finger for ſeveral Days, and, I word 
if I had not prevented it, he Mund have payed 1 

a ſort of Adoration : 27 would £9 as 0! ſten as my 
Back was turned, and talk to it in his own Dialect; 
the Intent of which, was to deſire it not to kill him. 
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had killed a Kid which we brought home, and 
the next Day I gave him ſome of the Fleſh, both 
boiled and roaſted, with which he was ſo much de- 
bghred, that he gave me Signs, (which I perfectly 
underſtood) that whilſt he lived, he would never more 
eat any Man's Fleſh uon my Account, And now I 
began to think it high Time to ſet my Servant to 
Work, efpecially conſidering I had now two Mouths 
to feed inſtead of one. I found him extraordinary 
quick and handy in every 'Thing I fet him about, and 
he had the Senſe to make me underſtand that I had 
more Labour upon my Hands on his Account than I 
had had for my ſelf, and that he would ſpare no Pains 
nor Diligence in any Thing I ſhould command or di- 
ret; and indeed, the Fellow's Honeſty and ſimple 
Integrity grew {o conſpicious, I really began to love 
him intirely ; and, for his Part, I am well aſſured 
there was no Love loſt, I had a Mind to know if 
he had any Inclination to his own Country; and 
having learnt him as much Eugliſh as poſlible, I aſked 
him ſeveral Queſtions, which he anſwered very per- 
tinently, particularly, I aſked concerning the Nature 
and Diſtance of his Country, and their Manner of 
Fighting, c. The Fellow had a very good natural 
Genius, and would often anſwer my Queſtions with 
very quick and ſurprizing Turns; and when I ſpoke 
about Religion, he heard me with greateſt Reverence 
and Attention, and would often furprize me with 
important and unexpected Queſtions; and, in Truth, 
I ſpared no Pains to inſtruct him according to the 
beſt of my Knowledge. I aſked him who made him 
and all the World; as ſoon as he underſtood me, he 
anſwered. Oli Benamuckee ; but all that he could ſay 
of him was, that he was very old, much older than 
the Sea and Land, the Moon and Stars, and that 
he lived a great Way beyond them all. 


When 
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When I had enquired into the Manner of ſerving 


their God, i proceeded, according to the beſt of my 
Knowledge, to inſtruct him in the Principles of the 
Chriſtian Religion, and laid before him ſeveral of 
the chief Truths, upon which it was grounded; to 
which he gave the greateſt Avention, and: would aſk 
very pertinent Queſtions, by the way of Information: 
In thort, I ſoon perceived this poor Creature every 
Day improved by my Inſtructions; and my Endea- 
yours to inſtruct him, were a great Help to myſelf, 
and brought thoſe Things freſh into my Memory, 
which the length of Time had almoſt defaced ; 1o 
I had the greateſt Reaſon to bleſs Providence, for 
fending him to me in this. State of Solitude. His 
Company allayed the Thoughts of my Miſery, and 
made my Habitation more comfortable, than it had 
been ever ſince my firſt coming to the Iſlard. It 
brought into my Mind daily Notions of Heaven and 
heavenly Things, and filled me with a ſecret. Joy, 
that I was brought unto this Place, which I once 
thought the moit miſerabie Part of the Univerſe. 

By this Time Fradoy began to ſpeak tolerable 
Engliſh, though a little broken. We converſed 
with great Familiarity; aud I took a particular Plea- 
{ure to relate to him the ſeveral Accidents and An- 
ventures of my Life; I ſoon, made him underſtand 
that wonderful Miſtery, as he conceived it, of the 
Gun-powder and Ball, and taught him to ſhoot, 
which he ſoon learnt to the greateſt Perfection. I 

ave him a Knife, which he was very proud of; 

ikewiſe, a Belt, and a Hatchet, which he hung to 
Ws Girdle, which, with the reſt of his Accoutrements 
made him look like Don Quit, when he went to 
engage the Wind-mills. After this, 1 gave hum a 
particular Deſcription of Europe, and old England, 
the Place of my Nativity, above all the reſt. 1 
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alſo gave him an Account of my being Shirwreck'd, 
and carried him and ſhewed him the Ruins of the 
Ship's Boat, which, tho' it was almoſt rotten and 
fallen to Pieces, yet I could perceive he took parti- 
cular Notice of it: which made me aſſ him the Rea- 
ſon why he ponder'd ſo much, © Maſter (ſaid he) 
me ſes like Boat come to Place at iny Nation. It 
preſently came into my Mind, that this muſt be ſome 
Zurepean Boat that was forced in there by Streſs ef 
Weather, after the loſs of the Ship, which put me 
upon an Inquiry, what ſort of a Boat it was, and 
who came in it 

Friday anſwered, with great Warmth and Ardour, 
O Maſter, we ſave White Mans from drm: Upon 
which I aſked him, if there were any White Mans, 
as he call'd em, in the Boat; Nes, yes, (ſaid he) the 
Boat fial, wery full, White Mans; how many Friday, 
(faid I) ; whereupon he number'd his Fingers, and 
counted 17. Then J aſk'd him what became of em 
all, and whether they lived or not? He reply'd, 
Yes, Maſter, they all live, they be live 'mong my 
Nation. Upon which it came into my Thoughts, 
that theſe muſt be the Crew that belong'd to the Ship 
that waz caſt away upon my Ifland, who, rather 
than be devoured in the Ocean, had committed them- 
{elves to providence, and were drove aſhore amon 


the wild Indians. The Notions I had of their Cruel- 


ties, made me afk F-i4ay, how it came to paſt they 
did not kill and eat them? No, v. (ſaid Friday ) they 
not kil! em, they male Brother with em: My Nation, 
t ather Nation, no eat Mans, but when Mans male 
ar Fight. As much as to ſay, that neither his, nor 
another Nation, ever eat their Fellow Creatures, but 
ſuch whom their Law of Arms allow to be devour'd 


and 
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and they were only thoſe whoſe Misſortune it was 
to be made Priſoners of War, 

Some Time after this, upon a very clear Day my 
Man and I went up to the Top of a very high Hill, 
on the Faſt ſide of the Iiland, from whence I had 
once beſere ſeen the Continent in America, I could 
not directly tell what was the Matter, for Friday fell 
a jumping and dancingy as if he were mad; I aſk'd 
him the reaſon of his Joy, O 7oy! ſaid he, O Glad! 
- There fee my Country, there my Nation, there live 
W hite Mans all gether. Upon which I could not 
help thinking, but that if he could by any Means 
get Home, he would forget all I had done for him, 
and, perhaps, bring his Countrymen into my Iſland 
to deſtroy me: But to my Shame I ſpeak it, my Jea- 
louſy was very ill grounded; for the poor Fellow 
was of a quite different Diſpoſition, and, as I found 
. afterwards, would have freely loſt his Life, rather 
than left me, or done me the leaſt Injury. 

Soon after this, I aſked him if he had not a Deſire 
to go into his own Country? Yes, ſaid he, me much 
O glad to be at my own Nation ; me go, if you go, me 
no go, if you figy. I go, Friday, ſays I, what thall I 
do there? He anſwered, O Maſter, you do great deal 
much Good, you theachee all de wild Mans to be good 
tame Mans, you learn them ſober, live good Life, t1 


know God, and pray God. Alas! poor Friday, ſaid I, 


that's out of my Power, neither will I yenture among 
them; no, you ſhall go, and leave me alone, as I 
was before I ſaved your Life! 

Never was any Creature more Thunder-ftruck, 
than Friday was at theſe Words, eſpecially when 1 
told him he ſhould be at Liberty to go as ſoon as the 
Boat was ready to carry him; he puts one of his 
Hatchets into my Hand, ſaying, Only A Friday; 
Friday care not live lag: But what muſt I Kill you 

. or? 
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for? (ſays I) A dear Maſter, what made you Friday 


ſave from eat a me up, ſo keep long Friday, make Fri- 
day love God, and not love Benamuckee ; and ny 
Friday d away, never ſee Friday more When he 
ſpoke this, the Tears ran down fo plentifu}ly, that 
I had much ado to refrain from weeping myſelf ; I 
comforted him in che belt Manner 1 could, telling 
him, if he was willing to ſtay with me, I would nc- 
ver part with him as long as I lived. 

In ſhort, the Fellow's Honeſty and ſincere Belia- 
viour, ſoon convinced me of the unreaſonablencis of 
my Jealouſy, and he became more dear to me than 
ever, Indeed, I thought that if ever I could get to 
the Continent, and join thoſe white Men, Friday 
had mentioned, it might be a Means to further my 
Eſcape; in order to this, Friday and I went into the 
Woods to look out a large Free to build a Canoe, 
which we affected in above fix Weeks, and with 
much Trouble and Pas got her into the Water. I 
was very well pleated at the launcing this little Man 
of War of mine, which F-i4ay manageg with great 
Dexterity, and aifured me t was, in all Points, large 
enough to carry us over, and if I thought proper, he 
was ready to venture with me. 

L liked the Fellow's honeſt Propoſal, but at the 
lame Time, I thought if I could precure a Maſt nd 
Sail, it would be better; which, with the greateſt 
Difficulty imaginable, in about three Months Time, 
I made a ſhift to patch together; and after that I had 
my Man Frida to inſtruct in the Art of Navigation, 
which, before, he knew nothing of. 

I was now entered in the 'I'wenty-ſeventh Year of 
my Reign, or, rather, my Captivity, and kept the 
Anniverlary of my Landing with greater Solemnity 
| than ever, having received ſuch repeated Signals, 
of 
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of the Divine Favorr, in my Deliverance, Preſerva- 
tion and Proſperity: r | 

I now wanted for nothing, and yet my Mind was 
ſtill intent upon my Deliverance; and in Truth, I had 
a ftron« Impreſſion upon me, that IT ſhould not be 
anothei Year in this Iſland ; and ſtill I continued my 
Huſbandry, and made the neceſſary Preparations for 
my future Subſiſtance. The Rain Seaſon coming 
on, we were forced to continue, for the moſt Part; 
within Doors, having firſt made all neceffary Pre- 
re for the Sccurity and Safety of my new 
Boat, till the Months of Newember and December, at 
which Time I was fully determined to ſail over to 
the Continent. And no ſooner did it begin to draw 
near, but I began to make Preparation for my in- 
tended Expedition, and in a Fortnight's Time, I 
1 to open my little Dock, and let out the 

oat for that Purpoſe. 

One Morning, as I was buſy in making Prepara- 
tions for my Voyage, Friday, whom I had ſent to 
the S2a-fide to look for a Turtle, came running in a 
terrible Fright ; ſays he, I have bad News : You- 
der is three or four Canoes upon the Coaſt, and they 
come to look for poor Friday, and will eat you as well 
as me ; and thereſore we muſt reſolve to fight for our 
Lives. Says Friday, trembling, Me will fight as well 
as can; but 1 am afraid they are too many in Num- 
ber for us ; but 1 quill obey your Orders, and loſe the 
laft Drop of my Blood for you. 

Without further Diſputes, we fell to loading our 
Arms, and making every Thing ready for the Onfet : 
When we had double loaded them, and put every 
Thing in the beſt Poſture that could be ; 1 took my 
Proſpective Glaſs, and went up to the Top of a 
Fill to try what I could diſcover ; and I ſoon perceiv- 
ed there were nineteen Savages, and three Priſoners, 


which 
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which I concluded by their Manner of Acting, were 
to be devoured. | 

This diſmal and inhuman Spectacle, filled me with 
the utmoſt Horror and Deteſtation; and the more 


ſo, becauſe I faw a white Man, which by their Ac- 


tions and Preparations, I found was to be the next 
Sacrifice; This made me make all the Speed | could, 


being fully determined to deliver him, or periſh in 


and to do every 'Thing he ſaw me do. 

When we came to a proper Diſtance, undiſcoyered, 
I gave the Word to Friday to fire; as | did the very 
ſame Moment. We took our Aim ſo well, that 
between us we killed four, and wounded three or 
four more. No Man can imagine the Conſternation 
and Confuſion theſe Savages were in, upon this un- 
expected \ccident ; However, not to give them any 
Reſpite, we took up ſome other rms and let fly a 
ſecond Time, killed two more, and wounded ſeveral 
others; which added ſo to their Confuſion, that they 
run yelling and howling about like mad Creatures. 
Friday, (ſays I) take the charged Mz fret, ani follow 
me; ſo ſhewing ourſelves to them, and at the ſame 
Time giving a great Shout, we went directly to the 
Victim, and immediately cut the Bands from his 
Hands and. Legs, and lifting him up. 1 aſk'd him 
in the Portugueſe Language, what he was; he told 
me in Latin he was a Hani ard, and a Chriftian ; and 
after returning the beſt Acknowledgments he could 
for his Deliverance, he was about to give me an Ac- 
count of his Misfortunes, but I prevented hin, tel- 
ling him, That would be better. at another Time; and 
further ſax], 

Signior, wwe will talk afteravard's, but now our Bu- 
ſenefs is fighting. ] gave him a Dram and a Piece of 


Bread to refreih him, and then gave him a Sword 


and 
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and Piſtol, and bid him do what he could; and to 
give the Man his Due, no one could behave himſelf 
with greater Courage. In ſhort, we ſo managed the 
Matter, of Twenty-two Savages, not above three 
or four got into one of their Canoes; and thofe 1 
was reſolved to perſue and endeavour to deſtroy too, 
if poſſible ; accordinly I leaped inte one of their 
Canoes, and ordered Friday to follow'me: Burt Was 
no ſooner got in but I ſaw another pos Creature 
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bound Hand and Foot for the Slaughter. 1 preſently 
helped him up, but he was to faint and weak; that 
he could neither ſtand nor ſpeak, but groned ſacly, 
thinking he Was now to be Sacnficed ; I bid Frid4y 
ſpeak to him, and aſſure him of his Deliverance: 
When he was a little recovered, and fat up 2 
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che Boat, and Friday began to hear him ſpeak and 
had looked upon him more fully, you cannot ima- 
gine the poor Fellow's Tranſport: At length, when 
he hada little recovered himſelf, he told me it was 
his Father; and in Truth he gave ſuch uncommon 
Teſlicmotiies his Duty and Fection, that I muſt 
needs own © was very much affected wich it, 

In Mort, with a great deal 6f Diff culty, we got 
both my new Guelts, home to my Caſtle, where I 
mage thzm a hangiome Tent, and trea: ted them in 
the beſt Manner. my Circumſtances would allow; 

And thus like an abſolute King, 12 governed my 
little Dominions, and fin: ling that my new Subjc Js

were very weak, I ordered Friday 00 Kill one of my 
Kids, and ſtewed and boiled the Fleſh; and made 
them ſome very Sead Broth, and dined with them 
myſelf. After Di. ine r I ordered Fri4ey to go to the 
Field of * and 1 home tne & «bag - and then 
F bid Friday aſk his Father. wiether he taought jt 
poſubie 2 the. Sava ges to outrice he Storm, or if 
| they got home, whether þ e thought they woul not 
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| own Country, which he hard * houghit poſſible, yet 
| the Strangeneſs of their being at tacked, would CET - 
I tainly make them tell the People, that they were 
| deſtroyed by Thunder and 3 ightning, and whoever 
went into the Hand would certainly be deitrayed by

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This Account having freed me from my Apprehen- 
ſions, and no Canoes appearing, I reſolved to pur- 
ſue my intended Voyage; Friday's Father havin 
aſſured me I might depend upon good Uſage from 
che People of his Country. As to the Spaniard, I 
aſked him luis Opinion; he told me they were four. 
teen that were caſt upon the Iſland, aud tat they 
had good Underſtanding with the Man, but were 
in want of Neceſſaries for the Support of Human 
Life; and that, if I thought proper, he aud che old 
Savage would go over firſt, and Tettle all Matters in 
order for our Reception; and at the ſame Time he 
told me, they would all ſwear Pidility to me, and 
own me as their Leader. 

Upon theſe Aſſurances, I reſolved to ſend them 
over; but when every Thing was ready, the Spari- 
ard ſtarted this material Objection: Vu knoav, Sir, 
fays be, 1 know the Length of your Stock, and tho" you 

muy have enough for us that are now: with" you, yet, 
when you enlarge your Family, I am je ſible it cannot 
be ſufficient to ſuptort us long; and therefore my Advice 
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Prepare as much Ground as prjfible, - hereby wwe may 
have Promi fi- ns ſufficient ts carry on our Defron.

Mercy, which was granted them, upon Condition 
they would {wear to be true to him, in helping him 
to recover his Ship, which they. all promiſed to do 
zn a ſolemn Manner; however, I adviſed the Cap- 
tain to keep them bound, and then our next Care 
was to ſecure the Boat, without which it was impoſ- 
ſible to reach the Ship 

To ſhorten the Relation as much as poſſible, we 
concerted all our Meaſures ſo well, that, at laſt, the 
Ship was recovered according to our Wiſh-: and now 
there remained nothing but the Diſpoſal of the Pri. 
ſoners, the moſt dangerous of which we reſolved tc 
leave on the Iſland. I gave them Arms, and all the 
Neceſſaries I had in my Caſtle; and telling them all 
my Whole Story, I charged them to be kind to the 
Spaniards, that I had ſent for over. They promil- 
ed me very fair, and ſo I informed them of every 
Thing neceſſary for their Subſiſtance; ſo taking with

my Native Country upyards of Thirty-five Year: 
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me my Man Friday, my Money, my Parroc, Cs. 


went on Board, where the Captain treated me as his 
Deliverer, and behaved himſelf to me with the ut 


moſt Gratitude and Qtvility. Upon the r 2th of D-. 


cember, 1686, we let Sail, and landed in Eugland the 
11th. of June, 1687, after I had been ablent from 
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Aſter my Arrival, and I had al.tde refreſhed my» 
ſelf, 1 began to enguire into the State of my Affairs. 
found my frſt Captain's Widow alive, but in very 
mean Circumſtances: Soon aſter J went into 
Forihire, where I round my Family in general either 
dend or loſt, fo that I knew not where to find them, 
I found that there was no Proviſion made for me, 
ent D 4 upon 
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upon which I took my Man Friday and went to 
Z:ifbon, in order to find out the Portuguexe Captain, 
who took me on Board, on the Coalt of ; 
and to learn from him, what was become of my 
Plantation at the Bref/?. According to my With, 
after ſome une Search, I found him out, who gave 
me a very ſatis factory Account of all Matters, more

particularly of my Plantation in the Brafils, which 
had been ſo honeity managed in my Abſence, that 
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beyond my Expectations, I found myſelf worth 40004. 
Sterling; with which, as ſoon as poſſible, I reſolved 
£0 make the beſt of m Way 0 England, and by the 
Advice of the Captain, I was perſuaded to go by 
Land, which had like to have proved fatal to ac, 
and all that. were in my Company; tor the Snows 
being fallen, the Wolves and Bears were driven out 
01 
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of the Woods; and. though we were more than 
twenty of us together, they ſet upon us ſeveral 
Times; and indeed, it was not without the greateſt 
Hazard and Difficulty we preſeryed ourſelves from 
being devoured; the particular Relation of which 
would be too long to trouble the Reader with. 

In our further Paſſage through France, we met 
with nothing uncommon or remarkable; we got ſafe 
to Paris; and after a fhort ſtay there, we. went to Ca- 
lais, and landed at Dower the 14th of January, in a 
very cold Seaſon. | 

When I came to London, J found my Bills of Ex 
change all arrived, and the Money ready tobe payed 
at Sight, which when I had received, it came 
into my Mind to return to Li/bou, and from thence 
to the Bra/i/s, to look after my Plantation; but apon 
ſecond "Thoughts I concluded it beſt to ſell it; and 
upon this Accgunt ELthought it groper to write to my 
Correſpondenꝭ lf Lit, and dere his Advice and 
Aſſiſtance, wre gave me las Promiſe to do all 
he could for n arid its Feucht, as I afterwards found, 
17 acquitted Mit 0 in every Fartichlar, with 

e orcateſt Juſti i integrity. - 

In ſhort he fold nty Blige for ne to the beſt Ad- 
vantage, and remitted ©" ame för it Bills tor three 
Hundred and Twenty Pieces of Eight, a Sum much 
greater than I expected. And now I began to 
think it high Time to ſettle myſelf, Providence hav- 
ing made ſuch a plentiſul Proviſion for me, that I 
wanted nothing to mike rayſelf as happy as I could 


Having cat my Anchor, and for the preſent bid

adieu to all ſorcign Adventures, I had no other Care 


or Coneern udo me, but che Education of my Bro- 
ther's two Sons; one of them I bred a Gentleman, 
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and the other I bred an able Sailor; and ſoon after 
wards married a virtuous young Gentlewoman of a ' 
good Family, by whom I had two Sons and a 

aughter, but ſhe dying, I grew Diſconſolate and 
Melancholy, and at the Inſtigation of . my Nephew, 
reſolved I would once more make a Voyage to the 
Eaft- Indies, which I did in the Year 1689, and in 
my Paſſage viſited my Ifland. A full and particular 
Account of which I intend ſhall be the Subject of 
the ſecond and third Volume of my Narrative.

by the unexpected Death of my Wife. 

Her Death gave me a ſort of Contempt of the 
World, and plled me full of diſterent Thou hts and 
Inclinations. My Country Life grew burthenſome 
to me; and in ſhort, I left my Farm, left off Houie- 
keeping, and in a few Months after, returned to 
London; but there I could find nothing to entertain 
and divert my Melancholy. It was now the begin- 
ning ol che Year 1693; when my Nephew whom 
had bred up to the Sea, was returned from his Voy- 
age, Captain of the Ship hz went out in; who co- 
ming to me one Morning told me, it was propoſed 
to him by ſome Merclzants,. to make a Voyage to 
the Zaſ- Indies, and if I would go he would under 
take to land me upon my Iſland, that I might have 
an Opportunity to enquire in the State of my new 


Kingdom. | 
Juſt before he came to me, it came into my 
Thoughts to get a Patent, and fl my Wand with 
g Inhabitants. Ho! Dail. fays I, Jet you hither with 
EF wi Meſſage? And tho' I liked the Motion, vet l 
Fo would not let him know it at firſt; however, after a 
| little Pauſe, I told him if he would fer me down, 
aa call for me at his Return, 1 would certainly go 
with him. As to calling for me as he came back, he 
told me it was impracticable: Fut, ſays he, { avill 
tall you hate n d We may. but a Boop ready 
framed on lad, 'avhich may hs rette put tog ether a:

was not long in forming my Reſolations,» but 
contrary to the Advice of all my Friends, Ewas fully

Servaut Friday, in the beginning of Famuary,' 1694, 
4 | F vent 
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I went on board, and took with me ſeveral Artificers, 
with a good Cargoe, for the better ſtocking my 
Wand. a | 
We had not been long out at Sea, but we were 
overtaken by a Storm, which drove us upon the 
Coalt of Fe/ard, as far as Gakwvay, where we were 
obliged to ſtay: twenty Days for a Wind. On the 
5th of February, the Wind preſented, and we had 
a very good Gale for ſeveral Days. On the ach in 
the Evening che Mate called out; that he lav a 
Flaſh of Fire, and heard a Gun, upon which we all 
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ran to the Quarter - Deck, from whence at a Distance 
we ſaw a terrible Fire, which from our Reckoning 
we concluded could be no other than a Ship that had. 
taken Fire. at Sea, and that it could not be far off 
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by the Report of the Gun, which we heard ſevera?” 


Times. We made to it with all our ſail, and ſoon 
perceiving it was a great Ship, burning in the middle 
of the Sea ; I immediately ordered five Guns to be 
fired, that the poor People might perceive that their 
was | Deliverance! at Hand, who conſequently might 
endanger their Lives in-their Boats: nor was it long 
before the Ship blew up. 

We hung ont our Lanthorns, and about Eight. in 
the Morning, when it began- to be Light, we fiw 


to Boats making. towards us, and we made a Signal 


for them to come on Board, and took them all up, 
being Men, Women, and Childred, in all-64. It 
wa: a French Ship of 300 Tuns, bound from Canada, 
and by the Negligence of the Steerſman, it was 
ſet on Fire in the Steerage ; ſo that in all Probability, 
if Providence had not ſent us to their Afliſtance, they 
had every Soul periſhed.. ' 1 
Never was People, certainly, ſo overjoyed as theſe 
poor Creatures were, Among the Paſſengers there 
were two Prieſts, an old one and a young, one; the 
old one was a ſtupid old Fellow, butthe youns one 
was a very modeſt fine Gentleman, After their 
Surprize was pretty well over, and they had been 
' refreſhed in the beſt Manner our Ship would allow, 
next Morning the Captain, and one of the Prieſts, 
deſired to ſpeak with me, and offered us the Money 
and Jewels they had ſaved, which I refuſed, telling 
them, Our Bufixe/; was to fave them, and not plundev 
them. They told us, that then all that they had 
to defire of us was, to ſet them on Shore ſomewhere 
in our Paſſage. As to Landing, we told them, that 
being bound to the Eaſt-Indice, we could not do that 


without changing our Courſe,. and that we could, 


| not juſtify ; but we would carry them, till we met 
Wich a Ship bonnd either to Euglaud or France 


that

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that would take them on Board. however our Pro- 
tons beginning to fall ſhort, we reſolved to land. 
them at Vewfoundland, which was not much out of 
our Way. and according as we propoſed, in about 
a Week's Time, we came to the Banks of Nezvfownd- 
land, where they hired a Bark to carry them to. 
France, all but the young Prieſt, who chole to ga 
with us, and two or three of the Sailors. 
Now directing our Courſe to the F. 8. E. about 
twenty Days after we mer with another Adventure 
that gave us a freſh Opportunity to exerciſe our Hu- 
manity, In the Latitude of 27, we ſaw a Sail bear- 
ing towards us, that had loſt all her Maſts, and fi- 
ring a Gun in Token of Diſtreſs ; the Wind. being, 
N.ave ſoon came to ſpeak with her, and found her 
to be a Ship of Briſtol, bound home from Barbadoes, 
that had been driven out of the Road by a furious 
Hurricane. They had been toſſed about for ſeveral 
Days, and were almoſt ſtarved for want of Proviſion, 
having eat nothing for eleven Days. 

In this Ship were three Paſſengers, a Gentlewo- 
man, her Son, and a Maid Servant; thefe we found. 
in a moſt miſerable Condition that cap be imagined. 


The Woman died, and it was with the greateſt Dif- 


ficulty. that we preſerved the young Man, and the 
Maid, whom, at their earneſt Intreaty, after we 
had ſupply'd the Ship with what we could ſpare, we 
took on board our own Ship: We were now in 
Latitude of 19, but paſſing by ſome little Incidents, 
I. ſhall relate what is moſt remarkable, relating to 
my little Kingdom, to which I was now drawing 
nigh. It was with no ſmall Trouble that we got 
to the South Side of my Iſland ; however, at laſt we 
# came to Anchor at the Mouth of the little Creck, 
and then | ſoon ſaw my old Caſtle, and knew per-

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When I was certain of the Place, I called to F. 
day, and aſk'd him if he knew where he was? Bur 
whea he look d a little, he clapb'd his Hands, crying, 
O D O there !

And fell a Jemprig, and 
Audi as if he were Mad. 

» When the Eupliſs Antient was ſpread, and we 
had fired three Guns, to let them know we were 
Friends, I hung out the White Flag, and ſo, with 
the young Prieit and my Man Friday, I went on 
Shore: And who ſhould be the firſt Man I ſaw but 
the auiard, whoſe: Life I had ſaved; and Friday, 
who ſaw his Father at a Diſtance, ran to him with 
all the Joy imaginable, and embraced him with 
extreme Tenderneſs. ; 

It was the 1oth of April, chat I ſet my Foot on 
Shore the ſecond Time, when my faithful Spaniard, 
accompanied by one more, came up to me; he did 
not know me at firſt, but when F had hinted to him 
who I was, no Man could expreſs, or behave. him- 
ſe with greater Gratitude, He took me by the 
Band; and afked me if I would not go and take 


. Poflceffion of my old Habitation, where F found they 


had made confiderable mprovements. I afited him 
feveral Queſtions, and he as readily anſwered me, 


telling me withal Wh ſtrange Confuſiom the y Hack 


had with the Er gliſhmen, who » deſig nd to have mur- 
dered them: While we were talking, the Man whom 
be Rad Tent; returned with cleven more, Thefe, fays 
he, are for? of tot at e mi, Lives to vour 
Goothefe, And after he had made them ſenſible who 
F was; they all faluted me in a very, graceful and |

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Before I relate what happened in the nx as ic 
was reported oy the $zaniard, my Governor, I muſt 
not omit a Story, which 1 omitted! in my former 
Narrative * d before we weighed Anchor, there 
happened a Quarrel on Board, "which by the Care of 
the Captain, was titnely 75 vented, tho" not with- 
out ſome Difhculty ; and indeed ſo far it proceeded 
that two Ueliows that had hoes the Ringleaders, found 
Means in the Night, to get ſome Arms, and the 
Ship's Boat, and got-away to the iſland, and joined 
their Brother Rogues ; lo that now there were five 
Englifo in the Jil: and, which, as the S/ uiard reports 
in the follow! ng Narr ation, was the Cauſe of Feat 
Diſorder and Confuſion amongit them.

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The Spaniard*s Relation of what happened 
in the Iſland, from my Departure, till 
my fecond Landing. 0 


OU may remember, Sir, you ſent me on a 
Voyage, and indeed, I was not a little ſurpri- 
zed to find at my Return, that you had left us. We 
Wie had a very good Paſſage, and indeed my Coun- 
trymen were overjoy'd ta find I had ſo miraculouſly 
eſenped; and when Thad fhewed the Arms and Am- 
nunition which I had brought, they were tranſport- 
ed to che higheſt Degree. After a little Stay, we got 4 
what we could from the Savages, made bold wit | 
two of their Canoes, and fo came all of vs over to 
the Mand. Where we were no ſooner Landed, but ; 
we found the Fro/72men had quarelled with one { 
another, and had attempted to murder and deſtroy 
their Fellows, and were often very near putting their f

wicked Practices in Execution. 
One Day it happened, that as two of my Spani- 
ards were in the Wood, one of the ſobereſt of the 


Enzlifbmen, came up to them, and made heavy i 
Complaints how cruelly they were uſed by their t 
Countrymen, and that if we did not take them un- 3 
der our Protection, and give them Aſſiſtance, they 

muſt inevitably be ſtarved and undone. When they t 


came to Supper, one of. the Spani ara, in a gentle 
and friendly Manner, began to repcehend the mu- 
tinous Eugliqmen, that it was a great Pity their 
Countrymen ſhould periſh; and therefore intreated 
them to ſuffer their Countrymen to procure their 
Subſiſtance, without further Diſturbance ; to which 
they replied, Let them be Starved, and be Dany 6/07 

i * | tt 
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the Iſland is ours, and if they will not Work for us, 
they Hall haar no Share in it, Come. Jack, (ſays 
Atkins } avho ball dare to build in our. Dominions, 
wwithaut eur Conſent ? And as we afterwards found 
out they had certainly murdered them, if they had 
not been prevented: However, they pulled down 
their Huts, and did them all the Damage they poſ- 
ſibly could. When they had done this Villainy, they 
come back to the Caſtle, boaſting of what they had 
done; when one taking hold of a Spaniard's Hat, 
twirls it round, ſaying, And you Seiguor Jack Spani- 
ard hall have the ſame Sauce, if you dow't mend your 
Manners. This Quarrel in a ſhort Time grew ſo high, 
that if we had not timely interpoſed and taken away 
their Arms, inal! Probability, there had cen Murder. 

Theſe wicked Fellows, perceiving that they had 
made all of us their Enemies, began to relent, and 
to beg for their Arms, baut this we poſit:vely refuſed, 
which m de them ſo mad and deſperate, that they 
left us in the greateſt Paſſion imaginable. They 
were hardly gone, but their two Countrymen came 
to us with their Complaints, telling us they were 
ruined; and truly, Sir, we could not help thinking 
it very hard, that nineteen of vs ſhould, from Time 
to Time, be bullied and. inſulted by three ſuch no- 
torious Villains. | 

It was with ſome Difficulty we perſuaded their 
two Countrymen from. purſuing and killing them 
with their Fire Arms, but upon our proiniſing that 
they ſhould have. Juſtice done them, they deſiſted. 
About five Days after, being almoſt Starved, they 
came to us in a very ſubmiſſive Mamier, and begg' 
heartily to have their Arms reſtored, which, upon 
certain Conditions, we at laſt granted; But ſo great 
was their Villainy, chat there had not paſt above three 
Days, but they began their old Trade again. 
za And

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And now it was that an Accident happened, that 
not oniy oHliged us to lay afide all private Anamotities, 
but likewiſe to provide for our mutual Security. 

One Night as J lay in my Bed. 1 was diſturbed 
wich unuſual Fears and Apprehenſions: I got up, 
and related the Matter to one of my Spaniſb Friends, 
who an ered, Sch Hints were not t: be ſlighted 3 
and adviied me to look out carefully; adding, That 
certainty there was Some Mifchicf u po the Stocks. 
Aecordingly we went up to the Top of the Moun- 
tain, where we diſcovered a-Lignt, and heard the 
Voices of ſeveral Men, which terrified us exceeding- 
y. We could not tell what to conjeRture, and there- 
fore ſent out old Friday as a Spy, to try if he could 
learn who and from whence they were; he returned 
in a very ſhort Time, and brought us Word, Ta: 
they were two different Parties, of different Nations ; 
end Fhat aft: a bloody Battle, they had landed there 
_ by meer Chance, in order to devour their Prifoners ; 
and that, he believed, as Joon as it was Ligbt, a bloody 
Battle avgulil enſue. Old Friday had hardly ended 
his Relation, but an unuſual Noiſe gave us to under- 
ſtand, that the Engagement was begun, and nothing 
could be more bloody and obſtinate. nor Men of 
more invincible Spirits, nor more active and ready in 
their Way of Fighting. | 

We were undoubtedly, Sir, in great Conſterna- 
tion, leſt they ſhould run into our Grove, and de- 
ſtroy what we had, and fo reſolved to put ourſelſes 
upon our Defence, and ſhoot the firſt that ſhould 
approach; and as we apprehended, ſo it happened; 

three of the Army that were vanquiſned, came 
dire&ly to the Place for Shelter, but theſe I would 
not ſuffer to be flain, but had them ſurprized and 
taken alive ; and in Truth, they all proved very ex- 
cellent Servants, and were of great Uſe to us aſter- 


wards. 
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wards. The two Parties being gone off, and the 
Coalt clear, we went to the Place of Battle, where 

we found two and thirty dead upon the Spot, with 
ſeveral Bows and Arrows, and other Sorts of Wea- 
pons, which I ordered to be carefully picked up and 
carried into our Armory. | 

The diſmal Spectacle had that EF. A upon the 
three troubleſome Exgliſpmen, that much of their 
turbulent Temper began to abate, and began to be 
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0 ſtrengoen the Fortifeat ns of our Caitie, and 
5 70 v de 8 Proper Security of all QUT Proviſions, and 
adeed; we did both, with all the Caution that the 
Nature 
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Nature of our Circumſtances would allow, And 


thus for two Years we lived in a very comfortable 


Retirement, having neither ſcen nor heard any thing 


of the Savages for all that Time. 

But now there happened another Quarrel, which 
might have prov'd of very bad Contequence, if it 
had not been prevented in Time. Ihe three wicked 
Engliſmen being the Agreſiors, I ordered them, to 
be diſarmed, and left the Caſe to be determined by 
the other two Eygliſtimen, who ſentenced them to be 
hang'd; alledging, among other Thiugs, that they 
had a Deſign to murder us, and only deferred it till 


a proper Opportunity; upon Which I aſk'd Atkins, 
who was the Ringleader, what had we done to them 


to deſerve to be murdered, or what he had to ſay for 
himſelf, why we ſhould not immediately kill him, 
who had formed ſuch a vilamous Defign in murder 
us? In Truth, the Z:g/i/-men prefled very hard to 
hang one of them for an Example to the others ; but 
this I would by no Means conſent to, upon the Con- 
ſideration, that I owed my Life to an Exgliſiman, to 
you, Sir, my only. Preſerver : However, to put it 
out of their Power to do us ny further Miſchief, we 
determined, that for the future they ſhould have no 
Arms of any ſort; and that if they did again attempt 
to give the Society any Manner of Diſturbance, that 
then we would immediately ſhoot them like the wild 
Beaſt. After this I ordered them ſome Proviſion for 
their preſent Subſiftance, and appointed them a Place 
in a remote Part of the Iſland, where they might 


plant and make what Improvements they thought 


roper. W | | 
They had lived fix Months in this ſeperate Sta- 


tion, and got in their firſt Harveſt, which that Sea- 


ſon was but very ſmall, by reaſon they were naturally 
not 
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not only very idle, but had every Thing to begia 
anew, and what was worſe, were but very indiffrent 
Workmen at the beſt. Theſe Fellows growing de- 
ſperat, and weary of working, a new Whim came in- 
to their Heads. which might have been of fatal Con- 
ſequence. Not ing would ſerve them, but they muſt 
needs make a Voyage to the Contixent, to try if they 
could ſeize ſome of thoſe Savages, and make them 
Slaves to do their Drudgery ; and indeed, the Project 
was not {9 prepoſterous, it they had not been actuated 
by wicked Notions. and Deſigns. ; 

One Morning they came to their Limits defiring 
to ſpeak with us, which being granted, they told us 
they were tired of that State of Life, and if we would 
give them one of our Canoes, they would go and 
ſeek their Fortune Aboard, and never trouble us 
more. You may be ſure, Sir, we were not a little 
glad to be freed from ſuch troubleſome Companions ; 
however, we repreſented the Danger of it, but ſind- 
ing nothing would change their Reſolution, we con- 
ſented they ſiuld have one of our Canoes, and at 
the ſame Time gave them ſome Fire Arms, Ammu- 
nition and Proviſion ; and ſo ſoon as they had fitted 
their Boat, they merrily ſail'd away, the Spaniard at 
the ſame Time calling aiter them and wiſhing them 
a good Voyage, And in Truth, nothing could be 
farther from our Thoughts, than the Poſſibility of 
ſeeing them any more; yet, ſcarce a Month had paſ- 
ſed, but one of our Eugliſemen being aboard at work, 
ſaw three Men well armed coming towards him; 

pon which, away, ne flies to bring us Intelligence, 
telling us, Ie xrere all undone, for there avere Men 
4 pan the Maud that avere not Sadages While We 
were conſidering the Event, up came the three Eng- 
lifkmen, whom we preſently knew by their Voices; 
0 and 
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we preſented knew by their Voices; and then ou! 
Wonder ceaſed , our next Enquiry was into the Na. 


ture and Manner of their Voyage, and the Reaſon 


of their fo ſpeedy Return, all which one of them gave 
the following Relation: 

After tauo Days Sail, we reached Land, but fin. ing 
the Inhabitants Savages, and coming with their Bows 
and Arrows to give us an od ba Receftion, wwe

Well, this they all 
agreed to, and ſo they concluded to draw Lots for 
the Choice, which beyond Expectation, they did 
with Regularity and ExaQtneſs. The only Thing 
that is obſervable, is, that the poor Women, (till old 
Friday convinced them to the contrary) were under 
terrible. Apprehenſions, that as the Eng/i/Zmen took 
them away, a$\their Lots directed, they were imme- 
diately to be murdered. 

But theſe Frights and Terrors being removed, the 
Engliſh men, with their new Wives, went to Work, 
and in a very ſhort Time had finiſhed ſeveral Huts, 
oy for their living. 

nd now, Sir; I come to lay before you a Scene 
quite different from any Thing that has been related : 
One Morning, very early, there came five Canoes of 
Indians on Shore, upon their old Account of devour- 
ing their Priſoners ; all that we had to do, was to lie 
conceal'd till their bloody Ceremony was over, and 
to take proper Meaſures to defend ourſelves in Caſe 


df Need; but notwithſtanding all our Cautions, there 


happened an unbappy Diſaſter that had like te have 
occaſioned the utter Deſolation of the Iſland ; for 
after the Savages were gone off, my Spaniards and [ 
looked out to make Obſervations, we found three 
Savages that had over goarged themſelves, 4 ing faſt 
aſleep upon the Ground. 

What to do with them we could not tell; to mur- 
der them we thought would not be juttifiable accord- 
ing to the Law of Chriſtianity, having no ee 


Quarrel with them ; at length we thought it adviſeable 
to

to ſecure them alive, and ſet them about ſome Work 
or other, till we could diſpoſe of them; and accord- 
| ingly we took them Priſoners, and carried them firſt 
to our Caſtle, and then to the two Euglißb, who ſoon 
found them Employment; but for want of keeping 
a ſtritt Guard over them, one of them got away in- 
to the Woods, and was not heard of for ſeveral

This unlucky Accident, gave us great Apprehen- 
ſions, that by ſome Way or other, this Savage would 
find Means to get mto his own Country, and inform 
his Countrymen how weak we were, and conſe- 
quently that they would come over and deſtroy us 
all; nor indeed were our Notions ill grounded, for 
„In eight Months after, there came fix Canoes, withe 
, en Men in each, and landed within leſs than a 
Mile of the Exgliſpmen's Habitation, who, with the 
e Feateſt Terror imaginable, let their milch Goats 
: Pooſe into the Woods, and ran to their ſecret Cave, 
of Peſolving to defend themſelves till we could come to

Savages; but fiom' a riſing Ground they perceived 
that they were got on Board their Canogs, and were 
gone out to Sea, too far to be come at; which gave 
new Matter {or Fear and Apprehenſions, leaſt the 
Inould go home directly, and inform their Brethren of 
all that had happened, and incite them to come over 
with a greater Power, and deſtroy the whole Ifland.

| Night had not given us a little Reſpite, we muſt 
lt ave been in a great deal of Danger.

As ſoon as poſſible, 1 drew up my little Army up- 


on a riſing Ground, where, by che Light of the Moon, 
we could obſerve the Savages in a great deal of Piſ- 
order; upon which we concluded it would be beſt 
to fall upon them now, and, if poſſible, to give them 
a Volley undiſcovered, which we did, by the Guid- 
ance cf the two Englifpmen, Who knew- the Ground 
perfectly; after this, we gave them three Vollies 
more, and then ruſhed in uponthem with our Swords, 
Wiel ſuch irreſiſtable Fury, that they gave way, and 
making a diſmal ſcreaming and howling, they betgok 
themielves to their Heels. Many of them were 
killed in the Flight, but indeed, we were ſo exceeC- 
ing tired with fighting theſe two Battles, that we did 
not then purſue them to their Canoes, in which we 


. dut there happening a dreadful, Storm, they were pre- 
vented in that, and many of their Canoes were loſt 
into the Bargain. 

After we had taken ſome Refreſhment, and a little 
Repoſe, we were reſolved, as ſoon as it was Light, to 
go to the Place of Battle, in order to make what Ob- 
ſervations we could; and coming at length to a full

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illed by his Side, and was himſelf wounded. We 


concluded that they would immediately get to Sea 
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View of the remainder of their Army, we found 
them lying in a moſt miſerable Poſture ; and when 
we came within Muſket Shot, I ordered two Gunz 
to be fired, in order to try if they had any Notion of 
coming to another Engagement; and the Project 
anſwered ſo effectually, that they no ſooner heard 
the Report of the firit Gun, but they ſtarted up, and 
in a moſt aſtoniſhing Manner ran away into the 
Mountains. Tho' I confeſs, I had much rather 
the Weather would have ſuffered them to have went 
off, without giving us any more Trouble; for now 
the Caſe was, what muſt be done with this great 
Number of Savage Creatures. Great were our De. 
bates on this Point; however, after mature Conſi- 
© deration, it was determined to deſtroy their Canoes, 
which when the /zdians ſaw, they made moſt hides 
ons Out- cries, but to no Purpoſe; for we either 
burnt or diſabled them all ; after which they ran 
about for a conſiderable Time; and as they had no 
Arms, nor any Materials to make any, ſo notwith- 
ſtanding their Numbers, we were the leſs Apprehen- 
ſive of being ſurprized by them. | 


Indcel our Stock of Proviſions was ſo very ſmall 


that we carne to a Reſolution to drive them up into 
Come remote Corner of the Iſland, and to kill a 
many of them as we could catch, in order to 
leſſen their Number, and then to give them ſome 
Corn to Plant, Sc. Purſuant to this Reſolution, 
we purſued them with our Guns, killing every 
Day one or more, till at length their Number wa: 
ſo reduced, that we concluded, if poſſible, to take 
one of them alive, winch at laſt, with fome Di 
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; ** : © ap . 3 1 * Y 
fculty, we effected, and uſing him kindly, „ 


brought him to old Friday, who told him, if the) 
would ſubmit, and do what they were commanded 
they ſhould be uſed well, otherwiſe they ſhould | 
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all lain, and bid him go and aſſure his Companions, 
who were in a moſt miſerable ſtarving Condition. 

The poor Creatures, who were now reduced to 37 
in the whole, received this Offer with ail the Joy 
i naginable; ſo we ſent them ſome Food, which they 
ext with great Thankfulneſs, and made all the Pro- 
miſes we could deſire; and to give them. their Due, 
they have never broke any of them to this Day. 

And thus, Sir, according to the beſt of my Abili- 
ty, I have given you an Account of whatis material, 
that has happened in the Iſland ſince your Departure, 
to this Day ; by which you may perceive the won- 
derful Works of Providence. 

When you inſpe& into the Iſland, you will find it 
ſomething improved in general; your Corn and 
Flocks increaied, and the Number of your Subjects 
ſo far augmented, that, from a deſolate Iſland, as it 
was before your Deliverance, here is now a Proſpect, 
with a little Induſtry, and good Management, that 
it may at length become both a populous and plenti 
full little Kingdom. |

HE R E is no Doubt to be made but that the 
Oaniard gave me a faithful Account, which 
was exceeding ag ecably to me, and n 2 leſs ſarprizing 
to the Y oung Prieſt, and to all the reſt that heard it; 


nor were theſe k cople | leſs Pl leaſed with the Neceſſaries. 


I brovght them, which were a great 1 lelp to them in 
perfecting their Habitations. Nil gil ins was grou n 
a very ſober Man, and had built bis Hut with great 
Ingenuity ; nothing, indeed, corſidering the Circum- 
ſtances, and the Nature of the Place, could be fi niſh- 
ed with greater Curiolity, kept more neat, or have 
better Conveniency ; for the Ha bitations of the Exg- 
Ehmen were by much the moſt commo dious in the 
Iſland. As to Reli gion, they hac 1 little among them, 
and the Men only taught their Wives to ſpe*k Bug- 


lis; N were all fruitful en ovgh, an: d bore each a

When ] enquired of the Spariar?s concerning their 
Manner of living among the, Sav ages, they gave me

Many were the Methods they took to inſtruct the 
Savages, but to no Purpoſe; for they, ignorant as 
they were, would give no Ear to the Inſtructions of 
thoſe who owed them their Lives. At the return of * (| 
their Friend, who they thought had been devoured, | 
their Joy was great, eſpecially when they ſaw the 
Loaves of Bread which I ſent them; but when they: 
heard the Errant, and perceived the Boat, their Tran- 
iports were inexpreſſible. This was the Account! 
had from them; and now it follows I ſhould inform 
the Reader in what Condition I left them. 

As it was generally agreed that they ſhould-have 
no more Diſturbance from the Savages, ſo I told em 
I had made this Voyage chiefly for their Sakes, and I 
was not come to remove them, but rather to eſtabliſn 
and fix them upon the Iſland, and for that End, L 
had brought them all Sorts of Necefaries and Artifi- 
cers, with other Perſons, that would not only add to 
their Number, and conſequently to Defence, but 
would likewiſe be a mutual Helpand Support to them. 
They were all together when] talked to them in this 
Manner. I aſked them one by one, If they had intir ts 
ly forgot this * ormer Au! ties, and auould en gage in 
the firigteft Friend/bip ? to which A4:kins replied, They 
Lad Aﬀtidtions enough to mate them all ſober, and Ene- 
mies enough to make them all Friends; Adding, Thad 
be had f Juſtl J deſerved the Treatment he had received 
Jrom the Spaniards, and that he was only to be blamed : 
Upon which the Sptriards replied, Thu: Hince Will. 
Atkins Ya, «pon all Occaftons, behawed himſelf fo 
vatiantly in their Defence, that all that avas pa /pould 
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be forgotten, that be foeuld Save bis Arms, and be made 
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the next Commander T5 the Governoy. 
Upon theſe kind Declarations of mutual Love and. 
Friendihip, we concluded to ding together on the 
Morrow, 
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Morrow, which we did in the beſt Order and Form- 
ality, which the Nature of the Place would permit; 
and after that, 1 diſtributed to every one of them his 
Portion of the Neceſſaries I had brought over, and 
then divided the Iſland into three diſtin&t Colonies, 
making my old Habitation the Metropolis, which 
the Spaniards inhibited. 

The young Man, whoſe Mother was ſtarved to 
Death, as before mentioned, and the Maid, who 
was, indeed, a pious, virtuous young Woman, ſeein 
the good Diſpoſition of Affairs, dropped their R eſo- 
lution of going to the Eaft-Indies, and both defired 1 
would permit them to {tay upon the Iſland, and enter 
them among my Subjects, which I readily agreed to ; 
and the young Woman was afterwards married, -as 
will appear by the Sequal of the Story. 

And now I come in Courſe to ſpeak of the young 
French Prieſt, whoſe pious Behaviour, and excellent 
Diſcourſes, were extremely agreeable, and deſerve 
a particular Obſervation ; Says he to me one Day, 
Since under God I cave you my Life, I ſhall take Care 
to employ it to do as much Good, and you as much Honour 
as I can; and this I conceive may be beſt done in my 
Aitempt to ſave as many of theſe poor People's Souls 
as I can; but at the ſame Time 1 ſpall take Care not to 
advance any Points in Religion, but what you ſhall 
approve of. 

I was mightily pleaſed with the Modeſty of his 
Expreſſions, and told him he ſhould not want my 
Aſſiſtance to further his good Intenſions. To which 
lie replied, He ſhould always have a grateful Regard 
to my Favours, and wiuld make it his principal Con- 
cern to behave himſelf in all Points as became a peace- 


able Man, and a good Chriſtian. 


Another 
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Another Morni ing he came to me, as J was goin 
to the Erg/i/bmer's Plantation, and addreſſed himſelf 
to me in the following Manner; I #now, ſays he on 
hae nothin g more at Heart, than the Proſperity of this 
Nand, and as the Bling of God is the only Means to 
procure that Parſper? ty, [ humbly ſubmit it to your I 
dm and Goodneſs, awhet er ſuch corrupt Practices now 
among us, ought not to be removed? 

I did not at firſt very well apprehend what particu. 
lar Corruptions he hinted at; however, I defired him 
to bear me Company to the Eugliſbmen s P lantation, 
to which he readily conſented, there being the Sub- 
ject of what he defired to diſcourſe with me upon ; 
So we walked on together, and he began in the fol- 


| bowing Man: 


Ig Im} cath, I look upon it to be a greas Ug- 
haptineſs, that we ee in. fame Points of Religion; 


yet ave-both believe and worſhip the ſame God, auh 


having laid us down Hated d io: ules of Ga, We 
eught not willingly and knowingly to tranſereſs them. 
Hereupon I defired him to explain himſelf, that if it 
was in my Power, I might as ſoon as poſſible, endea- 
vour to remove thole corrupt Practices. Upon which 
he frankly told me, La. . Were in the Maud four 
Engliſhmen that had cohabited avith Savage Women, 
and uſed them as their Wives, which can be nothing leſs 
than Adultry, in the mo} Berg! Senſe; it being well 
known to you, and to all the ref? of the Inhabitants of 
the Hand, that they are nat married: And now, . Str, 
can Cod be honoured in ſuch an open and notorious Liber- 
ty? And can yon, with Reaſon, expect a Bleſſing on the 
Hand, ah⁰˙ asl corrupt Practices continues with Im- 
punity, and Men are permitted to live in ſuch an open 
State of Adultry * It is true, you cannot be charged 
with Crimes that avere done in your Abſcence,

end avithout your Knowledge ; but now the Caſe is in- 
tirely alter d, and i you neple the Remedy, the Guilt 
ill lie at your Door. I was at firſt ſo dull, that I 
thought he meant I ſhould ſeperate them ; but here- 


in he quickly undeceive me, by telling me, bis Mean- 


ing was not that I ſhould ſeperate them, but rather link 
them faſter together, by marrying them. The Piety 
and Sincerity of the Man, gave me a great deal of 
Satisfaction, inſomuch, that I promiſed him I would 
inſtantly go and diſcourſe with them, and uſe my beſt 
Endeavours with them, that every Thing might be 
done according to his Deſire. 

When we came to the Engliſpmen, I firſt put them 
in Mind that I had done every Thing for them that 
was needful, in order to their future Prefervation in 
this Life, a: d now my only Concern was the Preſer- 
vation of their Souls eternally. I afked them con- 
cerning their Manner of living with the Savage Wo- 
men, adding, how ſcandalous it was to live in ſuch 
an open and continued Courſe of Adultry. To 
which in rephed, that he believed the Savage 
Women they lived with, to be the mot innocent 
Women in the World, and they would never forſake 
them; and to confirm me they were fincere. he told 
me, if there was a Clergyman in the Ship, they 
would be married to them with all their Hearts: 1 
told them there was a Clergyman in the Ship, and 
adviſed them to go and conſult the Women, and J 
would take Care to have the Ceremony performed 
To- merrow Morning en due Form; which they all 
agreed to, and ſo it Was accordingly done to their 
mutual Satisfaction. . 

In ſhort, the Men infſtrutted their Wives as well 
as they could in the Nature of the Thing- they were 
going about, and laid them down, as far as their 

Capacitic; 
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Capacities would allow, ſome general Heads of the 


Chriſtian Religion; eſpecially 4:4ivs. who, though - 
he had been by much the moſt corrupt and vicious, 


yet his Education had been far better than any of 
the reſt. After the voung Prieſt had aſked them ſe- 
veral Queſtions, and they had fpromiſed to amend 
their Lives, and to ule their utmoſt Endeavours to 
make their Wives Chriſtians, he married them, which 
was not more to my Satis faction, than to that of the 
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Englifbmen - themſelves, and indeed was attended 
with all the goodConſequen=es that could be expected.

J was agreeably ſurprized at the mentioning this 
Match, which was very ſuitable, the Fellow being 
a very active induſtrious Man, and the Woman a de- 
ſeret, neat, cleanly Houſewife ; ; ſo the Match was 
concluded, and they were married the ſame Day. 

As to the ſharing out the Land, I left it to 7 
Atkins, who, indeed, diſcharged the Truſt with great 
Fidelity. As to their Laws and Government, I ad. 
viſed them earneſtly to love one another, and to make 
what further Bye- Laws they ſhould think proper for 
their general Good and Benefit. 

At our Return we called at 4:4;z5's Houſe; where 
we found the new married Woman in a cloſe. Con- 
ference with 4t4ins's Wife, who had been baptized : 
ſays Aline, When God has Sinners to reconcile tr 
himſelf, he is never without an Infts wttor ; for this 
young Women, whom Prowidence has "ſous amd 
ui, has Senſe — Religion enough” to convert a while 
Nation of Savages. T he young Woman bluſhed, an d 
was gcing to riſe, but I bid her ſet till; telling hc: 
Lhoped God would bleſs her good Endeavours ; and 
10. 
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lo taking out of my Pocket a Bible, I gave it to A- 
kins, which he received with Marks of Gratitude 
and Satisfaction: And ſo after ſeveral religious Dif- 
courſes, I deſired the young Woman to give me an 
Account oi the Anguiſh ſhe felt, when ſhe was ſtarve 
ing to Death in the Ship, which ſhe did in Terms 
very moving and pathatic. 

And no having diſpoſed every Thing in the Iſland 
in the beſt Manner poſſible, and given the People 
Aſſurances, that I would always have them in my 
Thoughts, and would be ſure to ſend them ſufficient

Supplies, as often as | had an Opportunity. Upon 
the firſt of May, 1695, I ſet Sail for the Brafels, 
but the next Day were becalmed ; and locking to- 
wards the N. N. Z. of the Iſland, we could perceive 


ſome- 
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ſomething out at Sea looking very black, upon which 
the Mate going up the Shrouds, and taking a View 
with a Proſpective Glafs, he cried out, I vas ar 
Army. An Army, you Fool! ſaid I, What do you 
"mean ? Nay Sir, ſays he, don't be angry; Lt aſſure 
von, it is not only an Army, but a Fleet too; for I be- 
lieve there are a 1 houſand Canoe, making toxvards us 
evith all Speed. As they came nearer towards vs, 
they ſeemed to be very much ſurprized at the Sight 
of our Ship, not knowing what to make of us ; and 
we being unwilling they ſhould conte too near, made 
Signs to them to keep off, which they did; but as 
they retired, they let fly ſeveral Arrows, by which 
one of our Men was wounded. | 

In a little Time they had the Courage to come ſo 
near us; that they could hear us ſpeak ; upon which 
J ordered Friday to call to them, to know what they 
would have ; whereupon they poured a whole Cloud 
of Arrows upon him, ſeven of which went quite thro? 
his Body; and fo loft my faithful Servant, and moſt 
affectionate Companion in all my Afflictions and Soli- 
* tude. I was ſo inraged at the Death of poor Friday, 
that I ordered the Gunner to load with nall Shot, 
and immediately give them a Broadſide, which they 
did ſo effectually, that 13 or 14 of their Canoes were 
over · ſet, and the reſt ſo frighted, that away they flew 
with all the Speed they could. 

Soon aſter, we took up one poor Wretch, as he 
was ſwimming for his Life, but he was ſo ſtubborn 
and ſurly, that I could not prevail with him either 
to eat or drink; upon which I ordered him to be 
thrown over-board, and after we had taken him up 
the fecond Time, he came ſo far to himſelf, that he 
let us know'that they were going with their Kings 
to fight a great Battle; and when we aſked him 
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what made them come to us, and ſhoot at us? He 
aniwered, Jo makee de great Wonder look. 

Poor Friday was buricd with all the Pomp and 
Decency our Circumſtance would allow. And now 
having a fair Wind, we made the beſt of our Way 
to the Br afils, and in a few Days came to an Anchor 
in the Bay of A!/-Saint:. With ſome Difficulty I 

ot on Shore with Part of my Cargoe, and h: ut. 
ered out a Veſſel with Provihon for my Ifland, an 
ſettled ſeveral Matters with my Correſpondent, we 
{et Sail for the Eaſt- Indies. 

Waen we ſailed from the Braſils we ma: de direct ly 
to the Cape of Good Hope, having a tolerable. good 
Voyage, ſteering for the moſt Part 8. E. At the 
Cape we only 000 ok in freſh Water, and then ſailed 
directly far the Coaſt of Cormandel. The firſt Place 
we touched at, was the Iſland of Madagaſcar, where, 
tnoucit the People are fierce and treacherous, vet for 
ſome Time th ey treated us well. and gave us Com- 
modities. I made it my ch: ef Buſineſs to go on 
Shore as often as! could to make Obſervations; and 
indecd ti ie Peop te 8 aded with us with ſo much ſeem. 
ing Civility, that ſome of the Men reſolved one Night 
to ſtay on Shore in-a Tent, which they had made 
for that Purpoſe; for my Part. I and ſome of the 
reſi thought! it more ſafe to lie in the Boar: 

About two o' Clock in the Morning, we were 
alarmed with the firing of Guns, and our Men cry- 
ing for Help, or they ſhould be murdered, =» 

The Occaſion of this Fray, as we afterwards un- 

erſtood from them that eſcaped, was this: An old 
AREA that ſold Milk, brought with her a young 
Woman that fold Herbs, who, when the Sailors ſaw 
they laid hold of her, carried her in among the 
Trees; upon which the old one made ſuch a prodi- 
gious Qut-cry, that both Men and Women came to 
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their Afiſtance. At the beginning, the Fellow that 
began the Fray was killed with a Launce, though at 
firit we did not know what was become of him. 

A Night or two after we reſolved to go on Shore, 
and try if we could find out the Man that was miſting 
An Hour before Midnight we landed at the Place 
| where the Action began, but it was ſo dak, we 
could diſcover nothing, till che Boatſwain fell over 
one of the dead Bodies. We concluded to ſtay there 
till Morning, when we diſcovered two and thirty dend 

Bodies lying upon the Ground, whereof two were 
not quite dead. Having made th's Diſcovery, I 
thou ht I had ſeen enough, and ſo was preparing to

return on Board, but the Boatſwain and the reſt, 


which were about twenty, reſolved to go to the Indian 
Ton to try if they could find wh-t was become of 
Tom Jeffreys, their Companion. 

] oppoſed this Reſolution, as too dangerous to bg 
undertaken; but all I could ſay, ſignifted nothing 
they were reſolved to go, let the Conſequence be 
what it would. It was not without Difficulty that 
they found the Town, which conſiſted of about 200 
Houſes, where the People being all in a profound 
Sleep, the Sailors concluded to divide themſelves into 
three Bodies, and to ſet the Town on Fire in three 
Places at, once, to kill all that ſhould attempt to e- 
ſcape, and to plunder the reſt. 

Having made this Reſolution, to Work they went; 
they had not gone far, before the firſt Company found 
their Companion 7% Fefferys, ſtripped ſtark naked, 

wich his Throat cut from Ear to Ear, hanging by 


one Arm upon a Tree, In a Houſe adjoining to this 
Tree, they found 15 or 16 Iadiant. 
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They immediately ſet Fire to the Houſe, and at 
the fame "Time to ſeveral others in the Town, fn that 
in a very little Time, the who'e Place was all in 
Flames; and no ſooner did 
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the

ed with Blood and Duſt. When they ſaw us, and T 
knew who we were, they gave a great Hallow, in 


Token that more Help was come. Nob/e Captain, be 
W ſays he, the/e Hell-houn!s have barbarouſly murdered tic 
Tom Jefferys, and in Revenge we'll kill them all. bi 
When my Nephew ſaw his Man hanging by the th 
= Arm, with his Throat cut from Ear to Ear, he grew. as 
extremely enragee, and declared that not a Man in ur 
che Iſlandought to be ſpared ; upon which away ran Þ| 
che Boatſwain, with eight more, to finiſh the Tragedy, | by 
I which being out of my Power to prevent, I got to th 
che Boat, with only the Supercargoe, and ſo went on th 
Board, ſending back the Pinnace, to aſſiſt the Men, 7 
if any Thing ſhould happen. When I had got to the F ge 
Boat the Fire was almoſt extinguiſhed, and the Out- 701 

cries abated ; but I had been but a little Time on Þ; 


] Board, before I heard another Volley given by tha ful 
Sailors, as a Signal of Victory, which was occaſioned 
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[by their falling upon, and deſtroying the Houſes and 
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Perſons that lay between them and the Sea, and {0 
they came ſtroling down to the Pinnace, which lay 
ready to receive them. Not a Man had received any 
particular Hurt, the poor Indians being unprepared, 
amazed and confounded. 
I was extremely angry with them for their Cruelty, 
but particularly with the Captain, wc, inftead of 
rſuading them to Reaſon, rather prompted them to 
* Miſchief; nor could he ſay any thing to ex- 
cuſe himſelf, but that he was a Man ſubject to Paſ- 
ſion, and that he could not bear the Sight of one of 
| his Men ſo barbarouſly murdered. As for the reſt, 
| they only boaſted of their Revenge, and according 
to all their Accounts, they deſtroyed 150 Men, Wo: 
men and Children, and burnt the whole Town to 


Aſhes into the Bargain ; and however our Men might. 


value themſelves upon this bold Exploit, yet I always 
looked upon it with Deteſtation, and gave it the 
Title of, The Maſſacre of Madagaſcar. 

When we were under Sail, the Boatſwain would 
be often magnifying and defending this bloody Ac- 
tion, which I. as often d ipraiſed and condemned, 
bidding them depend upon it, God would never bleſs 
their Voyage after ſuch unparralled Barbarity. And 
as I foretold, ſo it happened; for when we came 
| upon the Perfan Shore, we loſt five of our Men 
who ventering too far upon Shore, were either killed 
or taken and made Slaves by the 4Arabians. Upon 
| this Misfortune I again reprehended them, adviſin 


them to repent ; upon this the Boatſwain ſays, You 


are always diſturbing us, and as you are but a Paſſen- 


ger, ave are not obliged to bear it; and therefore if 


you do not forbear for the future, I am reſolved to leave 
ey . hip, and not ſail with ſuch dangercus and ungrate- 
ful Cempany.

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All this 1 heard very patiently, being ſenſible, as 
Caſes then ſtood, Thad no Remedy ; and indeed, 1 
thought all had been over ard forgot: But ſo it hap- 
pened. we were no. in the Road of Bengal, where 
going one Day on Shore. with che Sapercargoe, one 
of the Men came to me, and told me, I need not 
tr le el, to ceme on Board any more, for that he 
had Orders prom the Boatſabain, and the reſt of the 
| Off.cer:, noi to li ing me on Beard any more. ? 
This infolent Mt leſſage much ſurprized me; how- 
ever, I made the Fellow no Aniwer, but went to 5 
Supercargoe, and deſired him to go on Board im 
diately, and e the Captain, that he might pre- 
vent the Mutiny, which I had Reafon to apprehend : 
But before this could be done, the Matter was effect-

Tho 7 Nepnew was 2 Man that wanted neither 
Courage nor Kcſolut.on, yet this unexpected Be- 
haviour ſhocked him exceedingly; he expoſtulated 
with them, telling them the Dang er and the In- 
juſtice of ich a P ro ceedng:, but all would not do, 
they were tally reſol ed, that if 1 came on Board 
they wor d all leave the Ship; up! In hi ich, ſays he, 
this be yer Reſolution, fav 2 and acquoint 
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him with it; and ſo he came to me, and told me 
all that had paſſed, I am very glad to ſee you, Ne- 
phew, ſays I, and am glad it is no worſe; for in 
Truth, I expected they would have rebelled againſt 
you: I only defire you to ſend my neceſſary Things 
on Shore, and I will find my Way to England, as 
well as Ican. Though this vexed my Nephew to 
the Heart, yet finding there was no Remedy, he 
took his Leave of me, and went on Board, and ſent 
me my Neceſſaries; and ſo this Matter was over in 
z very few Hours: And now I think I was at leaſt a 
thouſand Leagues further diſtant from England, than 
[ was at my little Kingdom.

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Sir, I thought ſuch a Piece of Service deſerved better 
Treatment. Sir, ſaid I, you hall not find me ingrate 
ful ; let,me beg you therefore to explain yourſelf, and 
T will put to Sea immediately. Why then, in ſhort, 
the Matter is this ; You know very well, that your 
Captain, with three of his Men, was killed by the 
Mallagans, and that you, or ſome others that were 
on Board, ran away with the Ship, and arc turned 
Pirates.. Now Sir, this is in Subſtance what I have to 
ſay, and I can only further aſſure you, that if they 
can lay their Hands on you, they wa execute you 
without Ceremony. 

Sir, ſaid I, though no Man came more honeſtly by 
the Ship than I did; yet as you repreſe nt the Matter, 

I think I ought to be upon my Guard, and I heartily 
thank you for your Information. Come, lays he, 
it is no matter for Ceremonies ; if you value your 
own, and the Lives of your Men, get out to Sea as 
faſt as you can. I am very well iatisfied, ſaid I, 
your Sincerity, and the Se. vice you have done me, 
pray therefore tell me what Rec 5 ence I ſhall make 
you? _ Only t take me with you fays he, and if you 
find what I have told you to be tru e, I refer mylelt 
for a Recompence to your Generoſity. 

So reaſonable did this appear in every Particular, 
that we went immediately on Board together, w hete 
we were no ſooner entered, but my Partner welcom- : 
ed me with the joyful News that thev had ſop] ped 
the Leak. I am glad of that; ſays ! J. but come let us 

make all the Haſte we can to weigh Anchor; but 
Whit we were buſy in that, a tailor called to the 
Captain, told bim, there were Sloops coming af- 
ter us; upon which the Ca Ptain taking his Frofpec, 
uve Glaſs, and looking out ſaw five Sloops full of 

armed 
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armed Men in full Chaſe after us, upon which he 
immediately ſent one of the Sailors to give us Notice. 
Very well, ſaid I, I am fully convinced there is fome- 
thing init; and ſo went upon Deck, and told the 
Men, that we were in Danger of having the Ship 
ſeized, and executed as Pirates; and aſted them if 
they would faithfully ſtand by us, and by one ano- 
ther; to which they unanimouſly replied. They 
would ſtand by us, and fght for us to the laſt Drop 
of their Blood. Then I aſked the Captain Which 
Way he thought was beſt to defend ourſelves; who 
replied, he believed it was ſafeſt to keep them oft 
with our great Guns ; and accordingly the Gunner 
was ordered to load the Guns with {mall Shot, and 
to bring them to bear before and aft ; and thus the 
Deck being cleared, we were in all Points prepared 
for an Engagement. 

We ſtood out to Sea, but ſill the Boats, followed 
us very cloſe. We could perceive the two foremoſt 
were Engliſb, which were a head of the Dutch by two 
Leagues; hereupon we fired a Gun, and hung out a 
Flag of Trucè, in order for a Parley, hut finding they 
bore down upon us with all the Sail they could, we 
fired upon them with Ball, and then bid them keep 
off at fheir Peril: But all this ſignified nothing, for 
depending upon their Numbers, they were reſolutely 
bent upon Miſchief. We made ſeveral Shots at them 
as they came forward, killed ſeveral of their Men, 
and fank one of their Boats, and manning out our 
P:nnace, we ſaved three of their Men from drowning 
who were brought on Board. After a very hot Action 
we cet out fo far to Sea that they could not purſue 
us without Danger, and ſo changing our Courle to 


the Faſtward, we got quite out of the Courſe of Eu- 
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When we were got out to Sea, enquiring more 

articularly at the Meaning of all this, the Dutchman 
2 us into the whole Secret, telling us that the Fellow 
ve bought the Ship of, was an errant Thief, and that 
M0 he run away with the Ship; that the Captain was 
| treacherouſly murdered, and that he and four more 
were forced to the Woods for Safety; and that at 
length, by Means of a Dutch Veſtel in its way to 
China, that came in accidentally, to take in fieſh 
Water, they were preſerved. He further told us, 
that they were informed that the Fellow ſold the Ship 
at Bengal, and ſhe was turned Pirate, and had taken 
ſeyeral Prizes. 

After mature Conſideration, we concluded it beft 
for us to return to Bengal, where being known, we 
might beſt prove how we came by the Ship, and 
Where we were ſure to meet with ſome Juſtice, and 
not be hang'd firſt, . and judged afterwards: But upon 
ſecond, and more deliberate Thoughts, we all agreed 
that by paſling by Patewia we ran two great a Ha- 
zard, and therefore we determined to change. our 
Courſe, and fail towards the Coaſt of China, and 
there diſpoſe of the Ship, and then get another, and 
make the beſt of our way to Europe. This being gene- 
rally agreed to, we ſteered away . N. E. but mect- 
ing with contrary Winds, which blew hard againſt 
us, our Voyage grew very troubleſome and tedious, 
gnd our Proviſions almoſt exhauſted ; and what was 
ſtill worſe, we were apprehenſive, that the Ships, 
whoſe Boats we had handled ſo rudely, might be in 
the Road before us, which in conſequence muſt be 


fatal to us. Upon theſe melancholly Conſiderations 
we again reſolved to cnange our Courte, and try if 
poſſibly, we could not make {ome Harbour belong- 
ing to the Portugueze, With this Reſolution 2 let

thence to Macon, Town once poſſeſſd by the Por- 1

and lay upon the Ground, and accordingly they 
ſurrounded us with five or ſix large Boats tull of 


armed Men, with a Retolution to Sond the Ship, 
and carry the Men ay Slaves to tieir Kg; 1 * 
when ey {aw our Men at Wo k upon the OGux- nds 
of che Ship, they looked upon us wich tus 
Cont uſton Mag! nn neither cauld' we nn f 


what their Detign was; however, to prevent ths 
worſt, we ha nded down ſome Arms, and indeed it 
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is well we did, for in leſs than a Quarter of an Hour, 


they came ſcouring upon us with all their Force. 
Indeed we lay but in an ill Poflure to receive them, 
and before the Men could come on Boaid, they had 
ſeized one of the Sailors, but the Fellow ſoon diſin- 
gaged himſelf, and killed the Pagan that firſt laid 
hold on him.; however, this wis little to the Pu rpoſe 
conſidering their Numbers. and I realy believe, if it 
had not been for a Incky Accident, we had been all 
loſt. The Thing was this, the Carpenter, who was 
Ropping the Hole in the Ship, had got two Kettles, 
the one fall of boiling Pitch, and the other with Roſin 
and Tallow, Sc. And as two or three Inkdels were 
entering the Boat, the Cr rpenter's Mate ſaluted them 
with a Ladle full of boiling Liquor, which had ſuch 
Effect, that being half naked, it made them roar, and 
leap into the Sea, which the Carpenter perceiving, he 
took his Mop, and dippi ing it into the Pitch-kettle, 
ſo ſpringled it among tiiem, that they all ran frighte d 


away, crying and howling in a moſt terrible Manner. 


I moſt own IU was ext: emely pleaſed at the oddneſs 


of this Adventure; however we loſt no Time to put 


the S hip in a Poſture of Defence, and as ſoon as we 
could, we put to Sea again, being reſolved to put 
into the firſt et trad; Ng g Port we came near. After {ome 


Days ſal, we came within Sight of Shore, and ſtand- 


ing ia, a Boat came oft to us, with an old Portuguex- 
Pilot on Board, who offered us his Service, we 
we very gladly accepted it, and ſent the Boat back 
again; in ſhort, the old Man went with us, and as 
we faited along; I aſked him, if there were po Pi- 
rates in choſe Seas ; he told me he had not heard ef 
but one, that was ſeen in the Bay of Siam, about 
a Month ago, nor was ſhe built for a Runner neither, 
>. bu: only a Ship thatthe Men had run away with, 
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the Captain having been murdered by the Malagans ; 


and I can tell you this, if fome Dutchmen, that came 


pretty near him the other Day in the River Cambodia, 
had laid their Hands upon them, they would have 
handed every one of the Rogues upon the Yardarm, 
without any further Ceremony 

Being ſenſible that this old Pilot could do us no 
Harm, I told him how Caſes ſtood with us, and de- 
fired him to carry us to Nanguin, where neither Exg- 
/i/þ nor Dutch Ship came. Says the old Man, you 
have taken the Tight Courſe to ſteer to the North; 
nd, if I might adviſe, I would have you fell the Ship 
at China: But, ſays I, in doing that, I may betray 
innocent People. No, replies he, I know the Dutch 
Commanders, and will take Care they ſhall be right- 
ly informed of the whole Matter, Whilſt theſe Things 
were under Debate, we failed directly for Nanguin, 
and n about thirteen Days time came to an Anchor 


in the Entrance into the Gulf, where we were inform- 


ed that two large Dutch Ships were gone before us, 
and that we ſhould certainly fall into their Hands. 
What to do we could not tell; but the old Man 
told us there was a little Harbour about forty Leagues 
to the Southwar d, and it we. could get thither no 
Dutch or Fr2iih Ships ever came thither, and there 
we might be ſafe. - This Advi ice was generally ap- 
proved, and thither, by the honeſt Pilot's Direction, 
we arrived in Safety, aſter five Days failing ; we 
went directly into the Port. and landed to our un- 
ſpeakable Joy and Satisfaction. | 
Being now ſafe on Shore, our Pi lot. fon got us: 
a Lodging, and a Warehonſe for o r Good:, and 
then brought us acquarnted with Xe 8 
ary Prieſts, that were there converting the Poople 
to Chriſtianity. After we had ſettled a Sart of a 
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Correſpondence with them ; our next Concern was 
to diſpcſe of our Goods, which we did ſome Time 
after to our ſull Satisfaction, to an eminent Merchant 
of Jefan. We were one thouſand Leagues farther 
from Home, than when we were at Bengal, and 
having diſpoſed of our Ship, all the Hopes we had, 
was that at the next Fair, we might perhaps purchaſe 
another Veſſel that would carry us and our Goods 
where we pleaſed. Upon thele Hopes we reſolved 
to continue here, and to divert ourſelves, we took 
ſeveral httle Journeys into the Country, and ſpent ten 
Days to ſee the City of Nanguin, which was regular- 
Iy built, and tolerably well fortified : At our Return 
we found one of the Prieſts going to Peguin, who 
ſokcited us with great Earneſtneſs, to bear him Com- 
pany thither, which we both agreed to do. We were 
five and twenty Days in our Journey through that 
miſerable Country, and had an Opportunity in our 
Paſſage to ſee two or. three of the Cyineſe Squires. 
with their Manner of Traveling there, which was the 
moſt ridiculous I ever ſaw, and rather merited our 
Scorn and Contempt, than our Admiration. 
At length we arwed at the great City of Peguin, 
where we had ſcarce been a Week, before the old 
Portugueze brought us Word, that there was a great 
Caravan and ſeveral Peli Merchants in a ſhort 'I'ime 
preparing to go by Land to Moſeewy, and that if we 
'pleaſed, we might take the Opportunity. This 
was very good News for us, and ſo we went to 
Work as faſt as we could to diſpoſe of what Goods 
we had at the Port, and to buy ſuch. others 
that we thought would turn to the moſt Advan- 
tage. We ſet out of Pequzr, in Company of about 
pve hundred of ſeveral Nation:, the Beginning 
of February; and in two Days we paſſed through a 
Gate in the great Wall, ſaid to be one thoufand 
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api Miles i: net 4 

r. 4/2 mat in Length. We then entered a Country 
acer the Power ot the poor thie ing Tartars, of 

waom ve perceived fereral ſmall Parties at à DiC. 


tance com us One Dan 
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ended, without any Bloodihed on our Srde. We 
ſtill travelled at leaſt a Month more through the Em- 
peror of China's Country, till at length we came 
to the City of Naum, which is a ſtrong Frontier of 
the Chincſe Empire, being often diſturbed in our 
Paſſage by ſtraggling Tartars. We ſtayed at Naum 
but one Day, and then continued our Journey, paſ- 
ſing ſeveral Deſarts, and great Rivers; and on the 
13th of April, we came to the Frontier of Muſcovy ; 
and as we paſſed, we fou d the Garriſons were filled 
with Chriſtian Soldiers, for the Benefit of Travellers, 
and Commerce; but the common People were all 
Pagan, and the moſt miſerable Wretches I ever be- 
held. Whilſt we ſtopped to refreſh at one of their 
Towns, I had an Opportunity to obſerve them at the 
Worſhip of one of their Idols, which was the moſt ugly 
Repreſentation that ever I {aw in my Life; I cannot 
deicribe it to you without Horror; however, we 
found Means to deſtroy it before we left the Place, 
for which we had liketo have payed very dear ; for 
the next Day they came to the Governor to demand 
Satisfaction for the Loſs of their Idol, and if we had 
not-deceived them, got off by a Stratagem, we muſt 
have been all deſtroyed. | 

The next Place we came to was the City of Jara- 


Lena, Where we ſtopped for five Days. and then we 


entered into a diſmal Deſart, which laſted us twenty- 
five Days march, before we could paſs over it, and 
were all the Way infeſted with {mall 'Troops of Rob- 
bers, but they never had the Courage to attack us. 
After we had paſſed this Place, we had ſeveral Gar- 

riſons to defend the Caravans from the 7 2-tars. 
Through all this Country happened nothing worth 
informing the Reader: The Inhabitants were gene- 
rally Pagans, and, as I oblerved, the Czar choſe 3

From this City to the River Oly, we travelled over 
a very pleaſant Country, but uncultivated, till we 
came to the Capital of Sie And now having 
been ſeven Months upon our Tourney, and Winter 
coming on, my Partner and I beg an to cbnficer what 
Courſe we had beſt take to ſecure and diſpoſe of our 
Goods and ourlelves : for my own Part, my Intention 
was for England, lo concluded, that my beſt Me- 
thod would be to make the beſt of my Way to Arch. 
angel, where it was impoſſible to want a Ship either 
for Eu gland, Holland, or Hamburgh. 

One Night I happened to fall into the Company 
of an exil'd Prince, but a very fine Gentleman, whoſe 
Virtues ſtruct me into ſuch a deep OVER that J 
4 a Method for his Enlargement: He refuſed 

e Offer himſelf, and gave me ſeveral Beatus for 
10 doing/; : But, ſay 8 he, have @ So u, aud if 79 cb 
be Alan to him, IL all tate it as à greater Friend- 
ſhip than to me. This I very readi ly complied with, 
and ſo the young Prince was inſtantly ſent for, who 
came as ſoon as poſſible, and brought with him not 
only a noble Equipag ze, but withal a. con ſiderable 
Quanti ity of Furs. and other valuable Merchandize. 

When we had ſettled ail our other Affairs, the 
next Thing to be conſidered, was the Method of 
Travelling, which we concluded, would be beſt and 
iafeſt by avoiding the great Towns, and takethe Bye- 
Roads. After we had paſſod the River Cama, as the 
were obliged to do, we came to a little City on the 
European Side, but the People were moit of them 
Pagans, as in the more remote Part of the Country. 
From this Place de were to pals a Deſart two 
hundred Miles in Breath, and were tet upon in our 

Paſſage 
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Paſſage, by a large Troop of Ca/muck J artars, from 
whom we did wake a Shift to eſcape, but not with- 
out the greateit Diffiicuity and Danger. Jn ſhort, 
we were forced to make ourſelves a tort of a tOrtifi 
cation of the Boughs and "Trees, which ſtood us in 
ſuch ſtead, that though we were ſeveral Times at- 
tacked with all the Fury imaginable, yet they -could 
never break in upon our little compact Body; and fo 
by the Stra agem of a Fire, we got off in the Night, 
and faved the Camels, and all the reſt of the Mer. 
chand 20. 
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After we had paſſed the Kiver ee we came 
to a large Town named Ofmeys. vehere we heard 
that ſeveral Troops of Tartar; had been abroad, but 
that we were now paſt Danger, We came next to 

| Lawrenſscy, 
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Lawrenſeoy,where we hired Boats to _ our Cu 

gage; ſo arrived at Archangel the 13th Day of Fuly, 
after a Year and doe Months and three Days Journey 
We failed from Hrchangel the 20th of 4pril, and 
came into the '£/þe the 15th of September following. 
Here my Partner and [ ſold our Goode, and divided 
the Money, and my Share, after all our Loſſes, came 
to 3478“. 175. 3d. At Hamburgh my wh bu Lord took 
his Leave in 1 5 to go to the Court of Y7 jenna, not 
only for Protection, but for the ſake of cor refpond- 
mg with his Father, and the reſt of his Friends. And 
after four Month Ray at Hamburgb, I came back to 
the Hague, and embarked in a Packet-boat for Eng- 
lan, and arrived at London the 10th of Fauury, 1705, 


after ten Years and nine Monts abſence. *

The great Scandal ſuch Diſcourſe gives to Virtue;

And how inc :Ongrous is this to Government, that a 
Man ſhould be puniſhed for Dr unkenneſs, or Swear. 
Ing. and yet have Liberty to airront, and even deny 
the Majeſty of Heaven? If a Man gives the Lye to 
a Gentleman in Company, or perhaps ipeak a Word 
without any offenſive Meaning, he flies into a Paſſion, 
quarrels, fights. and perhaps murders him; or af- 
terwards perſecutes, him at Law, with the utmoſt 
Villam and Oppreſſion But, ſurely, it is a very 

vulgar Error in our Behaviour, not to ſhew our Re- 
ſentment, when we hear the Honour Eſſence of God 
ſlishted and denied, his Majeſty abuſed, and Reli- 
gion bantered and ridiculed in common Difccurſe 
Beſides, it is an Aﬀront upon © urlelves, ſor either 
the Perſon thinks we are Atheiits, bike himſelf, or 
ventures to impoſe upcn us, accounting us either as 
Fools that know not when we are 117 upon, or Co- 
wards, that dare not reſent it: And therefore ſuch 
Diſcourſe ought, for good Manners fake to be avoid- 
ed, which carries in it fo many deſtructive Conſe- 
quences: both to our Souls and Bowes. 


The next Things to be refrained, is obſence Diſ- 
courſe. Which is the Language only of the Proncients 
in Debauchery, who never repent but in a Gral or 
an Hoſpital, and whoſe Carcaſles ſtink as bad as the! 

Dif. 
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Diſcourſe, until the Body becomes too naſty for the 
Soul to ſtay any longer in it. For if Cuſtom has 
made theſe Things uncommon, or concealed, or at 
leaſt baniſhed them from the Voice of Converſation ; 
it is certainly a Sin then againſt Cuſtom to expoſe 
them again. No Man can jvſtify his lewd Diſcourſe, 
but he at the ſawe Time throws away his cloth; 
or to cover himſelf with his Hands, and uncover hun- 
ſelf with his Tongue, are Contradictions in their own 
Nature, and one condemns the other. And Why is 
not the Ear as liable to be offended, as the Eye, ſince 
both are but the common Organs of Underſtanding. 


Nor is f1lfe Talking leſs to be avoided ; For lyin 
is the Sheep Cloathing hung upon the Wolf's Back; 
it is the Phariſce's Prayer; the Whore's Bluſh, the 
Hypocrite's Paint, the Murderer's Smile, the Thief's 
Cloak; it is Feab's Embraces, and Judab's Kiſs: 
In a Word, it is Mankind's Darling Sin, and the 
Devil's diſtinguiſning Character. Some add Lies to 
Lies till it not only comes to be improbable, but 
even impoſſible too. Others lie for Gain, to deceive, 
delude, and betray ; and a third fort lie for Sport, 
or Fun, as the Boys call it, which betrays ſuch an 


emptineſs in it as not only to merit the Contempt of 


all Perſons, but makes the Perſons difblieved, even 
when he'would.ſpeak the Truth. And then indeed 
they can lie no longer: for he that no body believes 
can never lie any more, becauſe no body can be 
deceived by him: There are other Liars who arc 
perſonal and malicious, who foment Differences, 
and carry Tales from one Houſe to another, in orde 
to gratify their own envious 'Tempers, without any 
Regard or Neverance to Truth; it is a Thing of na 
value to them, or regard in their Diſcourſe, till, 
N | at 


| reading the Alcoran on one Hand, and performing 


their Religious ©.xerciſe; Among thele appears no 
generous Temper, no Compaſion to be ſound. 


| ceived many vi them without the leaſt Notion of. a 
| Deity. At the Zr, Vils the Natives had abundance of 
Religion, but bloody and cruel; nſiſting at Murder, 
Human Sacrifices, Witchcrafts four Conjuring. The 
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at laſt they are like the Jack. pudden, or the Stage- 
player, who, to make others Sport at the Hazard of 
their immortal Souls, come at laſt penitently to own, 
that they have played the Fool. 

IV. Religion, I doubt, indeed, there is much more 
Devotion than Religion in the World, more Adora- 
tion than Supplication, and more Hypocriſy than 
Sincerity : And, it is very melancholly to conſider, 
what Numbers of People there are furniſhed with 
the Power of Reaſon, and Gifts of Nacure, and yet 
abandoned to the groſſeſt grorance and Depravity. 
But it would be uncharitable for us to imagine, thad 
they will certainly be in the State of Damnation after 
this Life: For how can we think it conſiſtent with 
the Mercy and Goodneſs of an Infinite Being, to 
damn thoſe Creatures when he has not furniſhed them 
with the Light of his Goſpel , or how can ſuch proud 
conceited and cruel Biggots preſcribe Rules to the 
Juſtice and Mercy of God? 

The Moors of Barbary are Mahometans, whoſe 
Religion is confined to the Biram and aden 
the Feaft and the Faſt, to the Moique and the Bath; 


the Waſhing and Purifcation en the other, make up 


When | was among the Natives of Afica, I per- 


En/t- Tudies are generally Pagans or Mahometans, hav- 
ing ſuch a Compou ind of Savage Cuſtoms with them, 
as. renders them * notorious for Fraud and Theft: 
and though the Subjects of, the Great Mogul, and 
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Inhabitants cf Ceylon, live under ſevere Diſcipline, - 


yet it is a very hard Thing to find them honeſt, As 
to the Chineſe Religion, it is a Foundation, or what 


we may call an Element of light Morality and Su- 


perſtition huddled together in a Rhapſody of Words, 
without Conſiſtency ; and, indeed, with very little 
Reaſoning in it: Their Idols are made according to 
their Prieſts Inventions. The Perfans worſhip the 
Sun 3 the Tartariaus form themſelves Idols of Beaſts; 
the former, I think, of the two, is the beſt, becauſe 
it affects all Things round it. 


Great Soul of Nature, from whoſe vital Spring, 
Due, Heat, and Life's di fus' d, thro e re Thing: 
Guideth the Moon and Stars by different Ray, 
The Queen of Night, the Monarch of the Day, 8 
The Moon, and Stars, and Earth, and Planets obey. 
When darker Nations ſee thee plac'd on high, 
And feel thy Warmth, their Genial Heat ſupply : 
How imperceptible thy Influence, 

Slides thro" their Veins, and touches ewry Senſe; 
By glimmering Nature led, they bow their Knes, 
Miflake their God, and ſacrifice to thee, 


We are told by ſome People, that the great Image 
which King Nebuchadnezzar ſet up to be adored by 


his People, held the Repreſentation of the Sun in it 5 
Right Hand, as the principle Object of Adoration. 
But to wave this Diſcourſe of Heathens, how many 
ſelf contradicting Principles are there held among 
Chriſtians? And how do we doom one another to 


the Devil, while all profeſs to worſhip the ſame De- 


ity, and to expect the fame Salvation. 


When 
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When I was at Portugal, there was held at that 
time the Court of Juſtice of the Inquiſition, All the 
Criminals were carried in proceſſion to the great Church: 
where eight of them were habited in Gowns ahd Caps 


.of Canvas, whereon the Torments of Hell were dif- 


played, and they were condemned and, burnt for 
Crimes againſt the Catholick Faith and bleſſed Vi irgin. 

Jam ſorry to make any Reflections upon Chriſtians; 
but indeed in Italy the Ryman Religion ſeems the moſt 
cruel and mercenary upon Earth: And a very judi- 
C1015 rend who travelled through thence from 
Turkey, tells us, That there is only the Face, the 
© outward pomp of Religion there; ; that the Church 
protects Murders and 5 ffaſſins, then delivers the 
Civil Magiſtrates over to Satan fo or « 1 Juſtice; in. 
terdict Whole Kin dom 8, and cuts up the Church 
for want of pay ing : a fe „Eeclellat ical Pues, aud fo 
0 puts a ſtop to Religion f for Want of their Money 
That the Court of Inquifition burnt two Men for 
« ſpeaking diſhonourably of the bleſſed Vi gin; and 
* the Miſhonaries of Chua tolerated the worthippi ag 
of the Devil by their new Converts; That lao!y 
« was the Theatre, where Religion was the Grand 
Opera, and that the Pop:/b Clergy were no other 
than the Stage Play ers. 

As i was once in a City in Flanders, I perceived the 
great Commotion there of People, who were ſearch- 
ing for a certain Sce/erate or wicked Man, who had 
broken into a Chapel in the City, and had ſtolen the 
Pix and Caſket wherein the ſacred Hoſt was depoſited, 
that is, what they believe to be the real Body of 
our bleſſed Saviour being Tranſubſtantiated, as 
they call it, from the Subſtance of Bread. It was not 
long defore he Was found; nor his Execution much 
longer deferred. Before his Death he confeſſed he had 
thrown itinto anHouſe of Olco;which beingſearch'd

ton ſo full of blind Guides, ſo ignorant of Religion, and 
| Sven 
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for and the Wafer not to be found, immediately 
the Place was judged and conſecrated, 1% fatto, 
turned into an Oratory, and the devout People flock- 
ed to it, to expiate by their Prayers, the Diſudnour 
done to the Lord God, by throwing his precious 
Body into ſo vile a Place | 


As to Religion in Poland they deny Chriſt to be 


the Mefhah, or that the Meſſiah was come in the 


Fleſh, and as to their Proteſtants, they are the Follow - 
ers of Lelius Socinus, who denied our Saviour's Divi- 
nity ; and have no Concern about the Divine Inſpira- 
tion of the Holy Ghoſt. 

In Mufcovy their Churches are built of Wood, and 
indeed they have wooden Prieſts, tho' of the Greet 
hey pray as much to St Nicholas, as the 
Papiſts do to the Virgin Mary, for Protection in all 
their Difficulties and Afflictions. 

As tothe Lutherans, they only differ from the Ro- 
gan in believing Conſubſtantiation, inſtead of Fran- 
ſabſtantiation; Par, like them, they are much pleaſed 


wich the external Gallantry and Pomp, more than the 


real and true Practice of it. None can be more jca- 
Jous of their Hierarchy, than the Eccleſiaſtics of this 
Church, who are afraid to reform further, left, as 


they gave a Stab to the Perquiſites and Vails of God 
Almighty's Service in the Roman Church, modern 


Reformation might give the like to them ; and there- 
fore, they ſet Pale about the Church, perſecuting 
and invading like the reſt. But what Charity can 
Here be, where there is no Peace? And wh t's Reli- 
here there is no Charity ? 

In France I found a World of Prieſts, and the 
Streets every where crouded with them, and the 
Churches full of Women, but certainly never was aNa- 
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even as void of Morals as thoſe People that confeſs 
their Sins to them. And as the Huguervrs, ſome ran 


away for their Religion, and yet left it behind them; 


while thoſe behind are mere Hypocrites, neither 
Papiſts, nor Hugenots, for they go to Maſs with Pro- 
teſtants there, and while they call themſelves Prote- 
ants, bow down in the Houſe of Rimmin. 


Now it ſeems ſtrange, that while all Men own 
the Divine Being, there ſhould be ſo many different 
Sentiments of paying him Obedience in'the Chriſtian 
Church: I know not what Reaſon to aſſign for this, 
except it be their diflerent Capacities and Faculties: 
Let three Men read the ſame doctrinal Article, ſup- 
poſing it to be of the Trinity, or any other; why 
one thinks certainly he had found out the Myſtery, 
goes on with Enquiries and brings every Scripture 
and Paſſage to correſpond with his firſt Notion. Ano- 
ther comes to the ſame Scripture, and in ſeacly after 
the {ame Doctrine, and yet receives other Notions 
quite different from the former, or at leaſt very re- 
mote from them. The third Man reads over the 
ſame Text, perhaps with indifferency to the Sub- 
ſtance, and whether he attains to a right or a wrong, 
Information, he came away with as much Uncertain- 
ty as he went. Now theſe three Perſons are enough 
to fil) the World with Diſputes about Religion. The 
firſt two equally poſitive in their different Opinions 
fall out, part, condemn, cenſure; revite, and, if 
they have opportunity, perſecute one anocher, with 
their Adherents. While the third Man laughs at them 
all, for being a Parcel of Fools, in falling out about 
* Things which neither of them can be certain 
O. \ 

And indeed, upon this Account, we have perceived 
in all Chriſtian Countries what mortal Feuds have 
G 3 been. 
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been about Religion; what Wars and Bloodſhed has 
moleſted Europe, till the general Pacification of the 
German Troubles at the Treaty of Wefphalia: And 
ſince thoſe Times, what Perſecution, in the ſame 
Country, between the Churches of Lutherans and 
Calueniſis ? And ſhould I take a Proſpe& of Home, 
what unhappy Diviſions are between Chriſtians in this 
Kingdom aboutEpiſcopacy,andPreſbytery,theChurch 
of England Nen, and the Diſſenters; and where 
they wichſland one another, like St. Paw! and St. 
Peter, even to the Face; as much as to ſay, carry 
on the Diſpute. to the utmoſt Extremity. 

It might be a Queſtion, why there are ſuch Dif- 
ferences in Religious Points, and why theſe Breaches 
ſhould be more hot and irreconciliable ? All the An- 
{wer I can give to this, is, that we enquire more con- 
cerning the Truth of Religion, than any other Na- 
tion in the World; and the anxious Concern we have 
about. it, make us jealous of every Opinion, and te- 
natious of our own : And this is not becauſe we are 
more furious, cenſorious and raſh than other People ; 
but the Truth is, we are the more concerned about 
them, and ſenſible that the Scripture is the great 
Rule of Faith, the Standard of Life and Doctrine, we 
have recourſe to ourſelves, without ſubmitting to any 
pretended inſalliable Judge upon Earth. 

There is another Queſtion, pertinent to the former; 
what Remedy can we apply to this Malady ! Andto 
this I muſt negarively anſwer, not to have us be leſs 
Religious, that we might differ leſs about it, but to 
be more humble, and more charitable : And this is 
ſtriking to the very Root of all Religious Differen- 
ces; for, certainly, were they to be carried on with 
a peaceable Spirit, willing ta be informed, our Va- 
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ferences, nor ſhould we ſeparate a Communion and 
Charity, though we did not agree in ſeveral Artitles 
of Religion. | 

Nor is there a leſs uſeful Queſtion to ſtart, namely, 
Where will our unhappy Religiors Differences end? 
To which, I hope, I may Anſwer, in Heaven : 
There all unchriſtian and unbrotherly Differences will 
find a Period: There we ſhall embrace many a Sinner, 
that here we think it is a Diſhonour to converſe witk; 
and perceive many a Heart we have broken here 
with Cenſures, Reproaches and Revilings, made 
whole again by the Balm of. the fame Redeemer's 
Blood. Here we ſhall perceive there have been o- 
ther Flocks than thoſe of our Fold; that thoſe we 
have excommunicated have been taken into that 
ſuperior Communion ; and in a Word, that thoſe 
contradicting Notions and Principles, which we 
thought iaconſiſtent with true Religion, we ſhall then 
find reconcileable in themſelves to one another, and 
to the Fountain of Truth. If any Man aſk me, why 
our Differences cannot be ended on Earth ? I anſwer 
were we all thorovghly convinced -that then the 
would be reconciled, we would put an End to them 
before; but this is impoſhble to be done: For as 
Men's certain Convictions of Truth are not equal to 
one another, or to the Weight or Signiſcaney of ſuch 
Veracity ; ſo neither can a general Effect of this Af. 
fair be expected on this Side of Time, this Side of 
the Grave. Ig | 

Before I corclude the Chapter, I ſhall beg leave 
to Diſcourſe a lictle of the Wonderfal Excellency of 
the Negative Religion, and the Negative Virtue. The 
latter ſets out like the Phari/ee, with, God I thank ye; 
it is a Piece of religious Pageantry, the Hypocrite's . 
Hope; and, in a Word, it is poſitive Vice: For it 
is either a Maſk to deceive others or a a Miſt to ; 
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degive ourſelves. A Man that is cloathed with Ne- 
gatives, thus argues: I am not ſuch a Drunkard as 
my Landlord, ſuch a Thief as my 'Tenant, ſuch a 
Swearer as my Neighbour ; neither am I a Cheat, 
Athieſt, a rakiſh Fellow, or a Highwayman ! No 
I live a ſober, regular, retir'd Life; I am a good 
Man, I go to Church, God1 thank thee. Now 
tho' a Man boaſts of his Virtue in Contradiction to 
- the Vice mentioned, yet a Perſon had better bethem 
altogether, than the Man himſelf : For he who is ſo 
full of himſelf, ſo perſuaded that he is good and 
Religious enough already, that he has no Thoughts 
of any Thing, except it be to pull off his Hat now 
and then to God Almighty, and thank him that he 
has no Occaſion for him; and has the Vanity to 
think that his Neighbours muſt i imagine well of him 
_ 

For my Part, I think that the general Slander of a 
prejuvdic'd Age, and a State of univerial Calumny, is 
to be preferred where the Mind is free from the Guilt 
that any villainouſly charge: For ſuch a Man, tho' 
the World {pits upon and contemns him, and threat- 
ens his Deſtruction, look in with Comfort, and up 
with 92

1 Eos at the Great and Laſt Daz y, when the Se- 
crets of all Hearts ſhall be diſcloſed, that we ſhall be 
then thoroughly enlightened, and plainly ſee how: 
much we have been miſtaken in Notions of Virtue 
and Vice, Religion and Irreligion, in the Characters 
of our Neighbours. And, I really believe, we ſhali 
lee many of our * Neighbour placed at the Right 
Hand 
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Hand of a Righteous Judge, whom we have baſely 
oppreſſed with Slanders, and whom, in this Life, we 
have cenſoriouſly placed at our Left Hand, And this 
ought to be the Support of a good Man. (as the Roy - 
al P/abni/t faith) when his Enemies have him in De- 
rifion. Scandal, indeed, is much worſe than Slander; 
for the firſt is founded upon real Guilt, the other at- 
tacks Innocency. Nothing is a Scandal, but what 1: 
true; nothing a Slander but what is falſe: . And 
therefore he that fortifies himſe f againſt Reproach, 
mult do it with a certain Reſerve of real and ſolid 
Virtue, Uprightne's and Integrity. 

We live in a State of univer(al Calumny, and how 

is it poſſible we Mould have any Proſpect of the An- 
gelic World, while we harbour ſuch a curſed Gueſt 
among us? He that will therefore quality himſelf to 
take a View of Eternity, muſt firſt fortify himſelf a- 
gainſt all the little Attacks of Scandal and Reproach, 
which can be no ocherways affected but by the Rules 
of real and ſolid Virtues, as the Poet expreſſes it in 
the following Words : 


Happy the Man, who with exalted Soul, 

Knows hab to rate the great, the proſperous Fool 
I ho can the Iuſulis of the Mob contemn, 

And waluesrnot the idle Tongues of Men: 

He, like the Sun, exiſis in his au Flame, 


And when he dies is to himſelf a Fame. 


It would be too long to inform the Reader, how 
theſe Notions of the Angelic World came into my 
Head. All that I ſhall tell him, is, They were the 
Munera Solitudinis, the pure Gift of Solitude. When 
L had ſettled my Affairs in Town, I retired ſome 
Diſtance into the Country, where I had an Oppor- 
tunity to take a tranſitory View of my paſt Life _ 
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make my Remarks upon the ſeveral dangerous Ad- 
ventures I had met with, and how many ſurprifing 
Occurrences I had encountered. When I came to 
put theſe .Things together, I muſt own, I was filled 
with a juſt Contempt of this World, and began to 
think that there was no real Proſpect of Happineſs 
on this Side the Angelic World.
